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NO BOMBARDMENT 
OP SAN JUAN FORTS 


Exchange of Shots at Porto Rice Did 
Not Require Notice, 


AMERICA IS NOT RESPONSIBLE 


Authorities Declare It Was Not Neces- 
sary To Give 24 Hours’ Notice. 


FIRE WAS OPENED ON FORTIFICATIONS 


Shells Were Thrown Into the Forts 
and Not the Town, Consequently 
It Was No Bombardment. 


Washington, May 14.—Admiral Sampson 
has not contributed any further details to 
the mavy department touching his engage- 
nent with the ®atteries at San Juan, and it 
is doubtful whether the department knows 
the exact whereabouts of Admiral Samp- 
gon at this moment. He did not communi- 
cate with the department over night and 
it is just possible that he finds considerable 
difficulty in sending his ships to cable sta- 
tions o: neutral powers in the West Indies 
without exhausting his privilege in tke 
mumber of calls he can make. 

Naval officers have chansed dezviledly 
the loose way in which the term kom- 
bardment is being used as descriptive of 
such engagements as that batween Enmp- 
son's squadron and the forts at San Juan 
They contend that it is not n2cI%asary to 
give twenty-four hours’ notice of an inten- 
tion to attack fortifications and :hat Samp- 
son's fire, being directly primarily and en- 
tirely upon the forts in the harbor did not 
In any sense constitute a bombardment of 
San Juan. 

American Fleet Not Responsible. 

It is reported that civilians suffered in 
personal property in the attack of the 
American fleet, but that is one of the 
vicissitudes of war and an American fleet 
could not be held responsible. 

The officials of the estate and navy de- 
partments strongly deprecate as tm-schiev- 
ous and dangerous the efforts to create the 
impression that France is not écting up 
tu the rule in observance of strict neu- 
trality between the United States and 
Spain. They say that even were there 
some slight foundation for the’ statements, 
the time is very inopportune for newspaper 
attacks that might even involve France in 
the present hostilities. As a matter of fact, 
they say, there is no evidence.of any dispo- 
sition on the part of the French colonial 
officials in the West Indies to discriminaté 
against the United States and favor #pa:n. 
If there has been any delay in the trens- 
mission of cablegrams from Martinique to 
the United States government or in the re- 
verse direction, our government is net in 
possession of any evidence in the slightest 
degree to show that obstacles were pur- 
posely interposed. : 

4a far as the matter of soaling is con- 
cerned, there is also an entire abselce as 
yet, at least, of any evidence that the 
Spanish fleet was accorded any undue ad- 
vantage in this respect. If they took ccal 
at Martinique, and even this is not Cer- 
tainly known, much would depend upon the 
quaatity allowed. The practice is to give 
ships in such circumstances just enovgh 
to carry it to the nearest home port, which 
might be Porto Rico or Cuba. If the Span- 
ish replenished their coal bunkers from 
colliers lying in the port, another interest- 
ing question would be raised. 

an fact the application of neutrality laws 
to such cases as are now presen ed by the 
frequest movements of both American and 
Spanish is very much beclouded. A c:siu- 
guished official, one of the leading lignts in 
the construction of international law, 
pointed to the fact that there were few pre- 
cedents of value to guide a neutral gov- 
ernment just now, and the probabilities are 
that by the time the present war is at an 
end the United States, just as it did in the 
war of the rebellion, will make a good 
many precedents and a good deal of inter- 
national taw for the guidance of the family 
of nations hereafter. Such a quesiion as 
that presented by the action of the French 
@uthorities in detaining the United States 
ehip Harvard at St. Pierre for twenty-four 
hours after the departure of the Spanish 
terpedo boat destroyer Terror, which she 
found in the port, raises in itself a host of 
interesting questions and reveals tie fact 
that there ig absolutely nothing like a uni- 
form rule in the matter.

her outside. In other cases still the second

FLYING SQUADRON IS OUT AT SEA 


Schley and His Fighters Are Now 
Hunting the Spaniards. 

Fortress Monroe, Va., May i4.—Commo- 
dore Winfield Scott Schley and the fighters 
of the fiying squadron steamed out of 
Hampton Roads yesterday afternoon at 4:25 
o'clock under sealed orders. 

At precisely 4:20 o’clock the flagship sig- 
naled that she was ready to proceed and 
at 4:25 o’clock the Brooklyn, the Massachu- 
‘setts, Texas and the Scorpion were moving 
majestically down the roads to the sea, 
the water with scarce a ripple on it and the 
bright sun touching Old Glory as thouch 
in tender benediction.

Commodore Schley refused to say where 
he thought the fleet was bound for, Dut the 
fact that the collier Sterling accompanied 
them, carrying 2,500 tons of extra coal and 
that each ship had on board’extra coal and 
water would seem to indicate there is lively 
work cut out for them. 

It is a hard ‘fighting aggregatidn. this 
fiying squadron, under a cool and daring 
fighter. The battleships Massachusetts and 
Texas are not equaled in fighting power Ly 
anything in the Spanish navy and the 
Brooklyn is the best fighting ship of her 
kind in the world.

CAN REMAIN IN PORT 


Harvard's Stay at Martioique Has Caused 
a Complaint. 


FRANCE MAKES QUICK REPLY 


European Republic Says Vessel Can 
Enter To Make Repairs. 


STAY LIMITED TO WORK NECESSARY | 


Spain Wanted the Boat Forced Out 
So She Could Be Captured 
by Her. Fleet. 


Washington, May 14.—Official information 
reaches here today that the Spahish gov- 
ernment had filed a protest at the foreign 
office in Paris against the permission given 
by the French authorities at Martinique 
to the United States auxiliary cruiser Har- 
vard to remain in the harbor at St. Pierre, 
Martinique, for seven days to make necés- 


sary repairs. 


The French government has taken speedy ' 


action on the protest and insists that the 
United States cruiser, being disabled, has 
a full right to remain seven days or such 
time as may be necessary to complete her 
repairs, and tnat im the meantime no steps 
will be taken to have her leave the French 
port. The Spanish protest is an important 


) development in the present naval situation 


in the West Indies, as it serves to permit 


France to give a conspicuous evidence of | 


her friendly feeling toward the United 
States and to offset the insinuations which 
have been made as to the French favorit- 
ism to Spain. | 

It also makes clear for the first time the 
Plans of the Spanish admiral to have the 
Harvard forced out of the harbor at Mar- 
tinique and then to capture her by his 
swift cruisers and destroyers. It is impos- 
sible for the Spanish warships to attack her 
while she is inside the harbor, The most 
the Spanish admiral can do is to remain 
outside this harbor in hope of taking the 
Harvard as she leaves. 

Spain Wanted To Make a Capture. 

It is evident from the filing of Spain's 
protest that she had fully expected the 
Harvard to leave St. Pierre,,and that the 
Spanish ships were lying .in«wait for her. 
But a wait of seven days would be futile, 
as other Americans cH go to the relief 
of the Harvard before ‘that time. More- 
over, while the capture of the Harvard 
would be a valuable incident to the move- 
ment of the Spanish squadron, it. is obvious 
that it cannot shape its entire movements 
for the next seven days in order to effect 
this one captvre. Hed the French authori- 
ties decided, in view of the protest, that the 
Harvard must leays at once, her position 
would have been extremely critical, as her 
batteries are insignificant compared with 
those of the big Spanish warships, and her 
fleetness would not avail when the Spanish 
ships commanded the harbor entrance and 
had 3-knot vessels among their number. 

As it is, the navy department is relieved 
of all serious apprehension on the Har- 
vard, as the action of the French govern- 
ment insures her safety. 

By a strange coincidence the 
ownership of Martinique is bringing pre 
tests from both quarters, the United States 
as well as Spain, although those trom this 
country are entirely unofficial, and are

expressly discountenanced by ‘the state de-

partment. 
They relate to the use of the French 


cable system between the United States 
and the West Indies, intimations being 
made that they strived to assist the Span- 
ish authorities and to embarrass the of- 
ficials at Washington.

Forbidden Messages Outlined. 

It is developed today that Genera] Gree- 
ly, chief of the signal service, had laid 
cown a strict course of action for the cable 
company, to which the company fully ac- 
ceaed. On Thursday last Generai wreely 
notified the cumpany that the government 
was reliably sdvised that Spain was” se- 
cretly using the French line to send mes- 
sages from two Spanish officials in London 
to the Spanish authorities at’ Cuba and 
Porto Rico. He said this doubtless was 
without the knowledge of the company. He 
then laid down certain classes of forbidden 
messages. 

These included messages between Spanish 
officials, code or cipher messages, and mes- 
sages inimical to the United States in its 
present war against Spain. 

Exceptions were made to messages sign- 
ed by the president and members of the 
cabinet and also to messages from neutral 
g°vernments and their representatives in 
Washington. General Greely stated that 
he bad no desire to exercise Military con- 
trol or supervision over the French cable 
lines, and, ag long as the necessities of 
war permit, preferred that the. company 
should look after its own affairs. 

While granting this permission, however, 
General Greely said it was with the dis- 
tinct proviso that the compatiy would order 
ali its agents and employees to refuse to

Four Boat Crews of Volunteers Draw an Incessant Fire Upon the

CME MAN KILLED OUTRIGHT AND A NUMBER OF OTHERS ARE WOUNDED 


Engagement Grows Fiercer as It Progresses and Continues 


Until the Cable Is Cut and the Spanish Forts Are Badly 
Damaged and the Spanish Batteries Are Silenced. 
Spanish Loss Is Heavy. 


Key West, Fla., May 14—Amid a powerful storm of shot from Spanish rifies 
and batteries the American forces cut the cables at Cienfuegos Wednesday 
morning. 

Four determined boat crews, under command of Lieutenant Winslow and En- 
sign Magruder, from the cruiser Marblehead and the gunboat Nashville, put out 
from the ships, the coast having previously been shelled. The work cf the 
volunteers was perilous. C 

The cruiser Marblehead, the gunboat Nashville and the auxiliary cruiser Win- 
dom drew up e thousand yards from shore, with their guns manned, ready for 
desperate duty. 

One cable had already been cut and the work was in progress on the other when 
the Spantards in rifle pits and a battery im an old lighthouse standing out in the 
bay opened fire. The warships poured in a thunderous volley, their great guns 
belching forth massive shells .nto the swarms of the enemy. The crews of the 
boats calmly proceeded with their desperate work, notwithstanding the fact that 
a number had fallen, and finished it, returning to the ships through a blinding 
smoke amd a heavy fire. 

One Man Killed Outright. 

One man in a Marblehead boat was killed and six were seriously wounded, 
one of whom, Robert Bolts, is now at Key West and is expected to die before 
morning, @ bullet having passed through the base of his brain. Harry IMendrick- 
son, who also may die, was shot through the abdomen. 7 

More than a thousand infantrymen on shore kept up a continuous fire and the 
bullets from, the machine guns etruck the warship a hundred times, but did no 
great damage. Commander Maynard, of the gunboat Nashville, was slightly 

wounded by a rifle bullet that before striking him passed through the arm of an 
ensigm whose name is unknown. 

lieutenant Winslow was shot in the hand, making three officers wounded in 
all. ~ 

After the Spaniards had been driven from the rifle pits many of them took 
refuge in the lighthouse fortress, upon which the fire of the ships was soon cen- 
tered. A four-inch shell from the Windom tore this structure to pieces, killing 
many and burying others in the ruins. 

Spanish Loss Was Heavy. 

The Spanish loss is known to have been very heavy, 
hundreds of shot and shel! right into their midst. 

When the commanders of the Marblehead and the Nashville called for volun- 
teers to man the boats and cut the cable, the men responded with a jump. Lieu-

tenant C. McR. Winslow, of the Nashville, took command of the Nashville's boats. 

Four boats were launched and proceeded in shore for the purpose of grap- 
pling for the cable in order to cut it. 

The work of finding the cable was slowly and cautiously proceeded with. 
The cable was deep in the channel and was found with difficulty. One of the re- 
lays of the cable had been cut when the Spaniards opened fire. 

The marines in the boats replied at once and a machine gun from the forward 
launch sent in a stream of bullets, while heavy shells from the warships drove the 
Spaniatds from the rifle pits at the shore, many seeking refuge in the lighthouse 
fort, which was afterwards torn to pieces by a shell from the Windom. 

With desperate courage the American sailors remained calmly at their posts 
and succeeded in dragging up the cable and severing it. 

It was observed that the Spanish tr oops had assembled ashore, but it was not 
known that heavy guns had been placed in a masked battery and that the old 
lighthouse, far out on a neck of land, had been transformed into a formidable fort. 

The small boats proceeded cautiously, and, for more than an hour, worked un- 
Molested on the cable. Suddenly, just as the work was about completed, the shore 
battery fired a shell at the boats. It was followed by others, and the Spanish 
infantry opened fire with their rifies. 

Then, like a flash, the Marblehead sent a shell inland and followed it with a 
Perfect shower of shells. . :

UTE VENEZUELA 


Admiral Anxious To Have Cable 
Communication with Home 


HE HAS ELUDED SAMPSON 


Spanlad Will Probably Seek Cuba 
Through the Caribbean Sea. 


NO IMMEDIATE BATTLE PROBABLE 


Navy Department Is Now Guarding 
the Whereabouts of Both Schley 
and Sampson with Greatest 
Care and Is Watching 
Spenish Fleet. 


Washington, May 14—Definite official in- 
fcrmation reached the authorities here late 
this afternoon that the Spanish squadron 
has been sighted off the island of Curacao, 
one of the Dutch West Indies lying off the 
north cOast of Venezuela. 

This information was regarded as of 
vital importance, as it not only fixed 
the position of the enemy, Sut dis- 


closed the purpose of the Spanish ad- | 


miral to elude Admiral Sampson’s 
fleet and make his way through the 
Caribbean sea, probably to Cuba. 

The island of Curacao wag originally 
Spanish and is people ma'‘nly by descend- 
though it is now one 
of the Dutch possessions. The Spanish 
admirad’s course was also influenced by 
the fact that the French cable, starting 
from Carecas, Venezuela, touches at the 
island of Curacao, then proceeds northward 
through the Caribbean to Hayti with spurs 
running east and west to Porto Rico and 
Cuba respectively. He is thus enabled to 
get in touch from Curacao with the Span- 
ish authorities in Cuba and Porto Rico 
and through them directly with the Span- 
ish admiral at Madrid. 

No immediate battle with Admiral 
Sampson’s fleet is now expected as 
the Spaniards, it seems likely, have 
succeeded in passing south of the 
American fleet and are now well to 


the westward of it. 

As the enemy is in reach of the cable, 
the navy department regards it as of the 
most vital concern that the exaet where- 
abouts of the American ships should not 
be made known during the next few days. 
Thus far they have felt handicapped by 
the fact that the Spanish admiral knew 
the whereabouts of the American ships, 
while we were in a state of doubt as to 
the location of his ships, The officials here 
regard it as essential during the next few 
days to reverse this condition, so that the 
Spanish admiral will be moving in the 
aark while our officers will be posted as to 
his movements through the Caribbean. 

The department doubtless is informed as 
to the whereabouts of Admira] Sampson's 
squadron, but it does not see fit to give any 
information on the subject, and the same 
rigid silence prevails as to the whereabouts 
and destination of Commodore Schley’s 
flying squadron. The game has reached 
such a critical stage that premature pub- 
lication as to the whereabouts of our ships 
might cause inestimable loss and failure of 
present plans. 

Oregon’s Safety Assured. 


In one respect the maneuver of the 
Spanish fleet is a relief to naval officials 
here, as it seems to assure the safety of 
the battleship Oregon. She is proceeding 
from the north coast of South America to 
join Sampson’s fleet and ig somewhere in 
the neighborhood of Martinique. Had the 
Spanish squadron remained at that point 
there would have been serious danger that 
the Oregon would be intercepted. Now, 
however, she is well out of the way of the 
Spaniards so long as she follows the usual 
routes. 

It is not to be supposed that the navy 
department, with a knowledge of the 
whereabouts of the Spanish fleet, is going 
to allow any of its hard Worked little cruis- 
ers and gunboats engaged in blockade duty 
on the Cuban coast to fall victims to the 
huge Spanish ironelads. Their commanders 
will be promptly advised of the approach 
of the Spaniards, an@ NW may be set down 
as sure that unless the department ig sat- 
isfied that Sampson or Schley can head off 
and crush the Spaniards, the American 
blockade vessels will be given permission 
to take care of themselves and get out of 
harm’s way. 


Will Cut Off Communication. 


The determined attack made by the Mar- 
blehead and other vessels on the ocean 
cables running seaward from Cienfuegos 
shows that the government finds it neces- 
Sary to cut off ail communication between 
Captain General Blanco and Spain by cable. 
That the effort was not wholly successful 
was owing to the appearance of a gupe- 
rior force of infantry aided by machirre 
guns which appear to have taken the 
American sailors in the boats in cable 
cutting by surprise. They were prepared 
to risk a few rifle shots, but not the mur- 
derous fire of Maxims. However, Captain 
McCalla, who is noted for determination 
and courage if for any qwality, it can be 
taken for granted will not abandon the 
task until he succeeds. 

Considering the great etrategic value of 
such a move, the loss sustained by the 
American vessels was insignificant and 
the venture was certainly warranted by the 
resuits.

the past was the granting of the new gov- 
ernment. . With that act the old record 
has been wiped out, and the question 
which now confronts the people of Cuba 
appeals to their blood of race. The Anglo- 
Saxon, of both old world and new, has now 
united against the Latin peoples, which 
cradled modern civilization. Their aim is 
to reduce the entire race, whether in Eu- 
rope or America, and to make it subservient 
to Teutonic control. It is hoped that this 
appeal to race pride, déftly made, will rally 
all men of Spanish blood, and the coming 
week has been referred to as the one in 
which the supreme effort will be made, 


Blanco Visits the Clubs. 

General Blanco visited several of the 
clubs on Thursday and in each place he 
spoke of the great rising which was to be 
assisted by a supreme effort of the Span- 
ish forces to reach the coast. In the mean- 
time there is death and desolation in the 
air. The bodies of the dead are hardly 
ever buried—just kicked aside so ag to be 
out of the ways With the goverment in- 
fluences permeating all classes, keeping 
close watch upon the people, those with 
family and property are in a pitiable con- 


’ dition. They fear that their previous fideli- 


ty to Spain will bring down on their heads 
the wrath of the insurgents, while there 
is no hope for Spain to win, in which event 
they would have a certain sort of protec- 
tion. Annexation to the United States is 
what they whisper furtively among them- 
selves, but to let the idea get out would 
be to invite the garrote from the govern- 
ment. 


Bread Riots Have Started. 


While the guests of the Hotel Passaje 
were at dinner Wednesday evening a 
crowd of gaunt and hungry beggars stood 
on the Prado sidewalk, gazing through the 
gratings at the diners. 

With a terrible wrench one of the hun- 
gry men tried to break in, when the others 
joined in. Just at that moment a body of 
guards marched up, on their way to the 
Vedado street railroad, and dispersed the 
hungry people with show of arms. The 
iron shutters were immediately drawn 
and the guests continued their meal in the 
darkened room. 

In the vicinity of Jesus del Monte a rab- 
ble of several hundred started down to loot 
the small shops along the way, crying 
lustily for bread. Mounted officers gallop- 
ed up, and in a furious charge rode 
through the excited people, tramping them 
under their horses’ feet. Nothing but the 
persistent personal promises of Blanco 
that the situation will be relleved next 
week has kept down such a riot as would 
be irresistible. 

The people are crazed with hunger, and 
cannibalism is threatened if this state of 
affairs is kept up. : 

In the park of Isabella the Catholie, 
where it is common for women and chil- 
dren to rest, pitiful scenes are daily en- 
acted. Mothers fall to the ground from 
the weakness of hunger, while*their chil- 
dren pull at them for food. Several mothers 
have been carried off during the weak who 
were in a dying condition. The great dan- 
ger is that in the riot which Is inevitable 
there will be enacted such scenes of horror 
as will put to shame the records of tht 
past. The hope of help from Spain has 
been used for all that it Is worth, and 
when it finally breaks, the condition will 
become one of appalling horror. .

Many of the troops wiil Rave to 
be re-equipped and furnished with am- 
munition at San Francisco. 

First Boat Will Carry a Thousand. 

It is said here the City of Peking, which 
can carry more.than 1,000 men, will be the 
first of the transports prepared for the 
trip to the Philippines. 

Proposals tor furnishing the vwovernment 
with nearly 6.000 projectiles for’ seacoast 
caniwm@n were opened at the ordnance bu- 
reau of the war department today. This 
probably is the largest amount of materfal 
of this kind for which advertisem21ts were 
issued at any one time in the history of the 
government. 

There was a tremendous rush of visitors 
at the department today and the officials 
were subjected to an uninterruotod fre of 
questions regarding the assignment of 
troops, importunities for desirable bcrths 
in the quartermaster, commissary and pay- 
masters’ depariments and efforts by friends 
of those persons who have a'ready been 
nominated for assignments to the staifs of 
the various major and brigadier generals. 
The announcement of the staff officers of 
the generals already assigned is expected 
in a very few days. The comminding gen- 
erals of the seven corps already have been 
about agreed upon, but their announcement 
is withheld because of the lack of definite 
organization of the army. 

Recruiting Progresses Rapidly. 

Meantime the _ recruiting for both 
branches of the army is progressing repid- 
ly. In the regular branch the recruiting is 
going ahead very satisfactorily to the «fi- 
clals and many good men are being obtain- 
ed. The qualifications are very’ strict, 
which makes progress slower in that 
branch than in the volunteers. Over 0,000 
of:the latter have now been mustered in, 
nearly one-half of the number called for by 
the president. in addition 1,874 officers have 
been mustered. ‘ 

Some of the state organizations whch 
yesterday it was determined should pro- 
ceed to Chickamauga may not reach there 
after all. Although it was understood here 
that all those ordered to Chickamauga 
were ready to go, information has come 
that in some instances this is not fhe case, 
notably with Rhode Island and Maine. 
Much depends upon the outcome of the 
next few days. The possibility now is that 
some of the troops may be sent to coast 
points if there appears to be ‘ny danger 
of the appearance of Spanish vessels in 
the vicinity of those places. 

With most of the men detailed for 
Chickamauga, however, the probability ig 
they will be sent there for final equipment 
and brigade and division organization. It 
was stated at the war department today 
that only two of the three Minnesota reg!i- 
ments will go to Chickamauga instead of 
all of them as announced yesterday. One 
regiment is to go to San Francisco, and 
thence to the Phi‘ippines.

Cape Haytien, May 14—The steamer Supply, formerly the American steamer f- 


linots, under command ef Lieutenants Roberts, from Philadelphia, arrived here at 


half-past 5 o’clock today. Upon his arrival Lieutenant Roberts wired to Admiral 


Sampson for orders. 


Admiral Sampson is at Puerto Plata, on the north coast of Santa Domingo. He 


communicated today with the American consul at Cape Haytien. 


Puerto Plata is a smal] seaport on the north Domingan coast. The French ~ 


line cable runs through this point and also runs down to Curacoa, where the 


Spaniards were sighted. Admiral Sampson will probably put tn at Cape Haytien, 


and it is from there that the first official report from him is expected. 


From Curacoa to Puerto Plata ts a straight line, distance of about &O miles, 


though going through the Mona passage and circling around the central part 


of the north Domingan coast to Puerto Plata it would probably be about 600 


miles. 


This indicates the stretch separating the two fleets.

Admiral Sampson has covered a distance of between 200 and 30 miles. From

them with other troops. 

The camp is at last under control and reg. 
The men are well situated and 
happy.. Little remains but routine werk. 
The eldiers will be hard drilled and put 
in shape as quickly as possib'e. The camp 
is growing popular among the Griffin peo- 
ple and great crowds go to the grounds in 
the afternoon to witness the lowering of the 
flag, which is a very beautiful and im- 
pressive ceremony. 

A large number of people are here now 
and more are expected to come from At- 
lanta and other places to visit the boys to-

It is said he walked through the 
cars and returned, but there were still no 
signs of welcome. 

The dislike on the part of the Volunteers 
is said to have grown out of the solection 
of officers for the Georgia regiments in the 
volunteer armry. The governor is said to 
have named three captains from Macon, 
but left Captain Hunter, of the Volunteers, 
out of the nominations.

No arms or equipments have arrived 
here for the men. The officers since the 
regiments are now thoroughly organ'zed 
and mustered, see the need for arms, and 
especially uniforms, more than ever. The 
companies are learning the field -move- 
ments rapidly and at each drill hour it ts 
a grand sight to see the men marching 
over the parade ground. 

It was learned here today that vast quan- 
titles of arms, equipments and uniforms 
were being shipped to Chickamauga, and 
some of the officers do not believe the men 
will receive their quota of government 
arms until they go there. 

This would be a great disappointment, 
as the men are -extremely anxious to get 
on a condition to make a magnificent ap- 
pearance before going on parade. 

Rations for ten days were recé@ived today 
by Lieutenant Biliott, of the United States 
army, from Fort McPherson. There were 
three carloads, contain'nge great quantities 
of flour, pork; canned goods, coffee, hard 
tack and other necessities.

‘History of Stained Glass. 


From The Chicago News. 

White glass, and that of extreme purity, 
was known to the Chinese 2.300 years ago, 
for they were then already using astronom- 
ical instruments of which the lenses were 
presumably glass. Colored glass goes yet 
farther back. According to Egyptologists, 
the Egyptians made sham jewels of g.2ss 
at least 5,000 or 6.000 years R. C. In some 
of the most ancient tombs scarabs of glass 
have been found imitating rubies, emeralds, 
sapphires ana other precious stones, and 
the glass beads found broadcast in three 
parts of the globe were quite possibly pass- 
ed off by Phoenician traders upon the con- 
fiding barbariaz us jewels of great price. 

Of the use ©. glass in windows there is 
mot very ancient mention. The climate of 
Greece or Egypt, and the way of life there, 
gave little occasion for it. But at Hercu- 
laneum and Pompeii there have been found 
fair-sized slavz of window glass. not of 
very perfect manufacture and probably at 
no time very translucent. Remains also 
of what was presumably window giass 


have been found among the ruins of Ro- 


man Villas in England, In the basilicas of 
Christian. Rome the arched window vopen- 
ings were sometimes filled with slabs of 
marble, in which ,were piercings to receive 
glass (which may or may not have pb-«en 
colored), foreshadowing. so to speak, the 
Plate tracery of early Gothic windows. 
The ancients did not practice glass vaint- 
ing as we understand it, and stained and 
painted glass existing as we find it in 
mediaeval ‘windows may probably ~ da‘s 
back to Charlemagne, 800, but ir Lv ai@- 
¥ gaid not to occur earlier than the 
holy Roman empire.. At the Ante of tne 
Norman conquest stained glass windows 
ven no longer have been uncommon, but 
archaeologists appear to be agreed +h it no 
complete window of the ninth or tonth *«n- 
tury has been preservec, and that «ven of 
the eleventh there is aothing that can be 
quite certainly identified. Th» great mass 
cf early Gothic gkass ejor 4s in “hitab’ 
to the thirteenth century, and w>-n one 
specks of early glass it is usuallv thir- 
teenth century glass which is meant.

Some of the particulars concerning Vic- 
tor Baillod, the French Waterloo veteran 
whose death was recorded recently, are 
furnisted by M.° Millet, the mayor of the 
little town of Carisey, where he lived. The 
fact that Baillod was one Rundr=2=d and four 
years old seems to be well au*henticated. 
He had the St. Helena medal and also the 
cross of the Legion of Honor. It was three 
years before the battie of Waterloo that 
he was drafted into the French army under 
General Davoust at Colmar. This is a 
description of Waterloo which he gave a 


| short time before his déath. 


“Ah, Waterioo! There were plenty of 
men there, and the cannon roar was dexf- 
ening. The corn grew high, but when the 
cavairy had passed over it roadways were 
left in its wake. The more Napoleon ad- 
vanced, the more the enemy retreated. Did 
I see Napoleon? Yes, indeed, I did. He 
never stood still, but was all over the bar- 
tlefleld at once. As to the battle. I did 
not see much of it. I was Knocked down, 
and in falling F ccgee struck by an English- 
man’s saber. My shako saved me. After 
the battle was over some Englishmen came 
and said something to me. I did not under- 
stand. .I| found | was a.prisoner of war.”

SAD WELCOME 


FOR DEAD HERO 


Mortal Remains of Ensign Bagley To Be 
Received at Raleigh This Moraing. 


Black and White, All Classes, Keenly 
Feel the Tragedy. 


THE VOLUNTEERS DEMAND VENGEANCE 


North Carolina Now Has Two Murders 
To Avenge and Troops Are 
Anxious To Fight. 


Raleigh, N. C., May 14.—(Special.)—As the 
bright May sun ushers in another Sunday 
the»-remains of Ensign Worth Bagley will 
arrive at their birthplace and will be im- 
mediately borne to the capitol of the state 
which mourns for its sacrificed son, 

Never before in the history of North 
Carolina have the inhabitants of the state 
so spontaneously expressed their sorrow 
and sense of bereavement. People of all 
classes and colors discussed in low tones 
the terrible tragedy and expressed sympa- 
thy for the afflicted ones. The young offi- 
cer was personally known to mearly every 
citizen of Raleigh and they all loved and 
admired him. All flags on public buildings» 
were lowered to half-mast. It was a day 
of genuine sorrow jn Raleigh; and noft*to 
Raletgh alone, but to the state and nation. 
All day long telegrams of inquiry and of 
condolence poured in and the tears of a 
great peonle were mingled with the blood 
of the heroes of Cardenas. 

Cn the streets, im the stores, at the cap- 


‘{tol, in the schools and in military tent— 


everywhere the battle of Cardenas was 
discussed and ever and always there was 
praise and admiration for the young hero 
of Cardenas, the first American ‘to pour out 
his life bleod for Cuban freedom. 

At Camp Grimes, where the volunteer 
forces of the state are concentrated ready 
tor a march on Cuba, the sold‘ters were 
well nigh frenzied on receipt of the melan- 
choly tidings. 

“IT hope it’s true,” sald a member of the 
Governors Guard, “that we are to be at 
once sent to Cuba. We now have a mis- 
sion—something to fight for—Worth Bag- 
ley’s death must and shell be venged. 
This is a righteous war. The Spaniards 
must be driven from the western hemis- 
phere. It is not large énough for us and 
them, too.” 

Major E .M. Hayes, United States army, 
ea'd: “That Is terrible news. And FPonsign 
Bagley had such a brilliant future before 
him. Even at this time he was the best 
known man of his rank in the United 
States navy. I consider his death a na- 
tional loss. Though I have met him but 
a few times, I was very much impressed 
with his manner and bearing. I ‘ave al- 
ways watched his career with positive 
pleasure.’”’

Details of the Funeral. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 14.—Arrangements 
were completed today for the funeral of 
Ensign Worth Bagley. The body will ar- 
rive here at 2 o'clock Monday morning and 
will be taken to the home of his mother, 
Mrs. Adelaide Bagley, widow of the late 
Major William H. Buagley, a gullant con- 
federate soldier, and Caughter of the late 
Governor Jonathan Worth. 

The body will remain at home until 1 
o'clock, when it will be placed in the fo- 
a of the capitol, escorted by the Gov- 
ernor’s Guard, which will mount guard 
over it. The funeral ceremonies will begin 
at 4 o’clock and will be held in front of 
the statue of Washington at the south end 
of the capitol. The family, naval officers 
who may attend, clergymen and state of- 
ficials will be given positions on the mound 
near the casket while the corps of Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical Arts college cadets 
will form in two semi-circles in the rear of 
the casket. 

Two regiments of volunteers from the 
camp here will be massed in the street 
facing the capitol with field and staff of- 
ficers near the casket. Pupils of city 
schools will be given a position in the capi- 
tol square, flanking the mound on which 
the casket will be placed. 

In the background will be the beauti- 
fully proportioned capitol building with the 
national flag at halfmast. At the conclu- 
sion of this part of the ceremony the pro- 
cess.on will be formed as follows:

Bugle and drum corps. 

Two regiments of volunteers. 

Corps of cadets. 

Body, on funeral car drawn by sfx horses, 
all covered with black, casket covered with 
national flag with a soldier at the bridle

‘Barn at Carrollton Becomes a Veritable 
Crematory. 


THIRD LIFE MAY BE LOST 


Sons of Sheriff Gammon and Farmer 
Bosare are the Victime. 


RECOGNITION WAS ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE 


Boys Were Playing in the Barn and 
Were Unable to Escave When 
Fire Was Discovy.ed. 


Carrollton, Ga, May 14—Two children 
were burned to death here this morning in 
the barn of J. W. Baskin. 

They were the sons of Mr. Baskin and 
Sheriff Gammon.

SNAKES IN COSTA RICA. 


The Culebra de Sangre Is the Most 
Deadly of Them All. 


From Forest and Stream. 

Costa Rica means the Rich Coast, and in 
most respects it is rich, particularly in 
the snake family, the most deadly of which 
is the terrible culebra de sangre, or blood 
snake. 

This variety of reptile does not grow to 
a large size, and perhaps for that very 
reason is most to be dreaded, as it is not 
60 easily seen. It is red and resembles 
a large swollen vein, ready to burst with 
blood. 

A short time ago L-+stepped on one of 
these snakes and like a flash he struck at 
me, but as I had a pair of leather leggings 
no harm was donee though it was a close 
call. Not so fortumate was a poor day 
laborer who was bitten by the same va- 
riety of snake. The man was working for 
a neighbor of mine and I did not see him 
until the day after he was bitten. mo- 
ment J] heard about it I went ogi eee 
the poor fellow, taking with me remedy 
for snake bite, thinking it would do no 
harm to try it, anyway. When we reach- 
ed the man’s camp the sight that met our 
eyes was a sickening one. 

The man was bleeding from his nose, 
mouth and ears; also from his finger and 
toe nails. How a man could bleed «s much 
as he had and still live was a marvel. He 
had been bitten in the foot; only one fang 
of the serpent had entered the flesh. The 
manager of the estate had given him sev- 
eral doses of curarine, a medicine made 
in Columb'a and much used here in Central 
America for poisonous bites. We also gave 
him the medicine I had brought with me, 
which made him vomit rrofusely. 

In a few hours’ time the bleeding stop- 
ped amd next day the poor fellow was sent 
to the hospital. No one expected that he 
would live, as the bite is considered dead- 
ly; but, strange to say, he did recover, and 
in a month’s time was at work once more. 
If both fangs of the snake had entered the 
foot instead of one he would have undoubt- 
edly have died. I have known a horse to 
die in a few hours after being bitten by ome 
of the snakes. In the last three years 
two men in my district have died from 
snake bite and in hunting in this country 
one must always keep a sharp lookout 


for snakes. 
A .HOWITZER’S RESURRECTION. 


It Was Buried at the Beginning of the 
Civil War. 


From The Kansas City Journal. 

Workmen, while engaged in excavating 
for the foundation of the new school build- 
ing on West Maple avenue, in Independ- 
ence, yesterday, dug up a mountain howit- 
zer which was buried thirty-seven years 
ago at the beginning of the civil war. The 
cannon was three feet in length, and shot 
a ball weighing six pounds, It was the 
property of Captain D. C. Woodhall, and 
was given to him in 149 by John F. Me- 
Cauley while Captain Woodhall was 
freighting across the , plains. The cannon 
was brought home by the captain, who 
mounted it on a pair of wooden trunnions 
and each Fourth of July it would wake the 
neighborhood. 

Captain Woodhall lived in the little red 
heuse which was torn down by the work- 
men, and this cannon was his special “pet.” 
He kept it in the back yard, and it was 
much admired by the small boys of the 
early ‘60s. The martial spirit of Captain 
Woodhall was not shared by his wife to 
any great extent. The cannon served 
Fourth of July celebrations until the war 
broke out. Captain Prince of Fort Leaven- 
worth, was ordered from the fort to Inde- 
pendence, and his coming caused uneasi- 
ness to Mrs. Woodhall, It was the general 
impression that if the captain found this 
formidable piece of artillery in Captain 
Woodhall’s yard expianations would be in 
order, and the relatives of Captain Wood- 
hall decided on a strategic move. 

One day while the captain was uptown 
the cannon was trundled further back into 
the yard. A deep hole was dug, and the 
cannon was pitched in and covered up. 
Captain Woodhal! missed hig ‘‘pet,’’ but the 
family was dumb as to its whereabouts. No 
one knew of its location except A. F. 
Anderson, a relative, and he kept his se- 
cret so well that as the years passed he 
forgot the resting place of the howitzer. 

Captain Woodhall never found his artil- 
lery, and mourned it as lost. Hostilities had 
just commenced in this state, and in a 
short time afterwards the war was on in 
full blast. Buried at the beginning of the 
civil war, and resvrrected at the beginning 
of a war against a fgreign nation, serves 
es a coincidence which was commented 
on generally yesterday. The wld war relic 
Was so badly rusted after its long burial 
that it would be dangerous to shoot it 
again, but some small boys pick:d up the

“I would like to mertion a coincidence 
that seems to me to have a pretty ard spe- 
cial interest in the present posture of af- 
fuirs,’’ said an old Detroiter yesterday to 
The Free Press. 

“April 26, 1861, I with abcut a hundred 
other young men marched away from the 
lit+ie village of Angelica, N. Y., up in bleak 
end forbidding Alleghany county, where it 
used to be understood that we had nine 
months’ winter and three months’ cold 
weather.

It is a peculiar fact that nearly every 
estuary on the north coast of Cuba is 
marked by some distinguishing feature of 
the landscape by which pilots familiar with 
the island can enter any of them even at 
night. This is true of the hills adjacent to 
Bahia Honda, one of which is crowned with 
a martello tower. The port of Cabanas, 
fifteen miles farther east, is another easily 
recognized, and twelve miles beyond that, 
nearer Havana, is the splendid harbor of 
Muriel, which is conspicuous from its ‘“‘Pan 
de Murtel,”’ or table topped hill, {mmediate- 
ly bet.ind it. 

Approaching Havana harbor, sailors 
know when they are getting within long 
range of the port by the natural hills near 
it called from their shape ‘““‘Tetas de Mana- 
gua,”’ or the “‘Maiden’s Breasts.” If the 
light on Morro Castle is burning, Itt can be 
seen twenty miles away, as the tower, 
though only seventy-nine feet high, stands 
on a bluff as much higher, on which the 
historic fortress is built. It was extinguish- 
ed at the first approach of the hated yan- 
kees, but the Spaniards have never been 
noted for their liberality to seamen, and 
the wonder is that they have maintained 
any lights at all on the coast. 

The smaller harbor of San Antonio is 
atthe extreme western end of the island, 
near the cape of the same name. There is 
a lighthouse 107 feet high above it and a 
spring of fresh water, furnishing an ade- 
quate supply for a large fleet. The interior 
country there is a part of the celebrated 
Pinar del Rio province, so long held and 
s0 bravely defended by Maceo. 

Guanabacoa, just to the right of Havana, 
offers some facilities for landing, but the 
first city of importance is Matanzas, for 


, ty-four miles eastward, and that got ita 


first baptism of American fire when the 
guns of Point Republica and Point Maya 
Were silenced and those of the two castles, 
San Severino and Penas Atlas, just inside 
the spacious skull shaped harbor, were 
rendered mute by the guns of Sampson’s 
warships. The city lies at the apex of the 
bay, the frontal bone of the watery caput. 
Pilots identify this port by its table topped 
hill called the “Pan” or “‘Loaf”’ of Matan- 
zas. 

The “City of the Two Rivers,” as it is 
designated, is a strongly fortified seaport 
on the San Juan and /Yumuri _sriv- 
ers, these streams dividing it into Ver- 
Sailles, Matanzas amd New City. It has 
a castle, fine barracks, a hospital, theater 
and the inevitable cock pit. Amomg the 
Schools, which are proportionately more 
numerous than anywhere else in Cuba, is 
the Empress academy. one of the best edu- 
cational establishments in the West. Indies. 
It has long been a favorite residence for 
Americans. 

The city contains few objects of frterest. 
The streets are marrow, but fairly well 
paved. The houses, generally one or two 
Stories in height, are of stone. plastered 
over and painted in various brilliant ehades, 
which, combined with the absence of shade 
trees, causes a glare in the bright sunlight

Cardenas, 103 miles east of Havana, with 
a population of 14,000, is regarded as the 
first town that virtually came into the pos- 
session of the United States forces. It is 
in one of the finest sugar producing sec- 
tions in the West Indies. While it is the 
headquarters of the military district, its 
fortifications are from the modern stand- 
point insignificant. Its main protection les 
in its shallow waters and a long neck of 
land stretching northwest from the city. 
It is connected by rail with Matanzas and 
Havana and with Yucarro to the east. A 
large proportion of its normal mercantile 
community are Americans, to whom the 
place has mainly owed its importa@ce, pros- 
perity and growth, and for that reason it 
has been commonly called “‘the American 
city.”” A notable’adornment of the place 
is a bronze statue of Columbus, which 
stands in the large public square. 

To the eastward another one hundred 
miles is Sagua la Grande, with a population 
of 11,000. It is situated at the head of 
navigation in the river from which it takes 
its name. It is a railway terminus, but is 
of minor importance commercially. The 
harbor is open only to light draft vessels, 
and the services of a good pilot are neces- 
sary to enter it, 

Stretching along several hundred miles 
easterly from Sagua.is a coast so wild that 
it has always been the chosen resort of the 
buceaneer and the filibuster, who alone 
know how to enter the numerous small 
bays. The largest settlement in that re- 
gion %s Nuevitas, generaily walled Las 
Nuevitas del Principe, which is the port of 
entry for the important interior town of 
Puerto Principe, fifty-two miles southwest. 
It is virtually unfortified, and lies at the 
head of a bay fifteen miles in length by 
half as much in breadth, the entrance being 
only three-quarters of a mile in width. It 
has been particularly noted as the landing 
place for filibustering expeditions and 
American sympathizéfs and Cuban. revolu- 
tionists who have gone to jofn the insur- 
gents. ‘The population is less than 3,000. 

East of Nuevitas, in the provirce of San- 
tlago, are the northern harbors of Nuevas 
Graades, Manati and Malanueta, lying be- 
hing sheltering coral recfs. One of the best 
in that section is Gibara, with ts three 
hills, known as the Table, the Sugar Loaf 
and the Saddle. The great range of Crys- 
ta] hills, far in the interior, end the Pan de 
Sama, serve to identify by their varying 
profiles the entrances to more than a dozen 
harbors, all excellent ports, but all sur- 
rounded by the wilderness. Some of these 
are Vita, Jururu, Barlay, Naranjo, Sama, 
Banes ang Nipe, the last named being large 
enough to float a navy. Beyond: the coast 
is clean, and behind the reefs are some 
magnificent shelters—as, for example, Na- 
vas, which is shaped like a horeshoe, has 
an average depth of nine fathoms an‘ is 
600 feet wide at the entrance. 

At last, about twenty-two miles from the 
eastern extremity of Cuba, there is the fine 
harbor of Baracoa, discovered by Cdlumbus 
on his first voyage im 1492. Above Baracoa 
rises the curious mesa, or table mountain. 
callea@ the Yunque, visible forty miles at 
sea, and which has been a landmark for 


centuries. Ordinarily millions of bananas. 


and cocoanuts are shipped from this place. 
The bay is small, but deep and well shel- 
tered. It.is the outlet of a vast and fertile 


region and is one of.the ports which have |

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of the Antilles in size and population. It 
is built principally on a hillside 100 feet 
above the bay amd is perhaps the most 
strongly fortified town in the entire island. 
Hemmed in by mountains and” with no 
sanitary regulations, it hag aptly heen call- 
edi the pest hole of the western hemisphere, 
for yellow fever is bred here constantly. 
Like Havana, it has all the other magern 
accessories of civilized life. Founded in 
1514 by Diego Velasquez, it is, after Bara- 
coa, the oldest town in Cuha. 

The principal buildings are the cathedral, 
Several churches, @ coilege, a hospital and 
numerous convents and schools. Two rail- 
ways lead from it to the north and west. 
The harbor, sajd to be the most beautiful 
in the world, is four miles long, well shel- 
tered and deep enough for ships of the 
greatest draft. The pay entrance is narrow, 
with low land on the, left and a towering 
hil of rock on the right, upon which a 
Moro castle is built. The rock itself is a 
part of the castle and everywhere are cut 
galleries, in which soldiers may move 
about. These terraces in the rock, sur- 
mounted by tiers of masonry above, give 
tne castle the appearance of being built in 
many stories. The color effect is a light 
yellow, almost cream, except that down 
by the sea level, where the water has worn 
caverns in the rock, the color is a dark 
green, 

On a low point opposite is a small fort 
and there are other minor fortifications 
on every available elevation. They are 
many in number, picturesquely antiquated 
and can support each other in an engage- 
ment, but lack the efficiency of modem 
guns and up to date equipment. 

The bay, well mined with torpedoes, wid- 

ens to a considerable size as the city is ap- 
proached and the water is deep except at 
the wharfs. , 
, There may be seen the fibs of an old ship 
sticking out of the mud, al¥ that is left 
of he St. Paul, one of the great ships of 
the Spanish armada of 1588, but fifty years 
ago she was almost intact after an exist- 
ence of two and one-half centuries. 

Following the dispersal of the armada 
by storm and shot, the St. Paul was used 
a3 a merchantman and  =—visited variou 
American ports, but principally Port Royal, 
Jamaica, which was then the greatest sea- 
port in the western hemisphere. Caught 
in @ hurricane in the West Indies, she put 
in at St. Jago for repairs, but was so badly 
injured that she never left the harbor. For 
some years she was used as a magazine 
ship and then’ finally went to pleces. Visit- 
ors from time to time have rowed out to 
the old hulk and bfoken off pieces of wood 
from the ancient ship as mementos, 

The city, with its population of 45,000, Is 
a curious mixture of decay and grandeur. 
The antiquity is generally on the outside 
and therefore most apparent. On one of 
the prinoipal streets is an old stone build- 
ing, with former handsome pillars and 
arches that are now chipped and crumb- 
ling and a wide éntrante that has been an 
object of grandeur, but is now greasy and 
in a filthy condition, and yet it is the leading 
clubhouse. Inside it is of sparkling beauty 
and brilifancy. The floors and walls are of 
colored marble, a large fountain in the cen- 
ter cools the air with showering jets of 
water, shimmering chandeliers covered with 
glass. pendants hang from the ceiling, and 
artistic tables of bronze and marble stand 
in the elegant dining room, 

Many residences with shabby exteriors 
are lined .with expensive marbles within 
and are handsomely furnished. A majority 
of the houses have heavy timbers set deep 
in the ground to render.them as safe as 
possible in case of earthquake, for the city 
has had an occasionalshake, as the un- 
steady appearance of some of fhe buildings 
indicates. Immense sugar plantations are 


put a few miles from the city. 


It was at Santiago de Cuba in November, 
1873, that Captain Fry and several of the 
crew and passengers of the Virginius were 
shot to death by order of the authorities. 
Se had been captured by the Spanish 
steamer Tornado, and the claim was made 
that she was carrying mén, supplies. and 
ammunition to the then fighting Cubans in 
rebellion. 

To the northwest of Santiago de Cuba, 
etghty-nine miles away, is Manzanillo, with 
a good harbor and a large trade, but no 
especial means of defense. ‘The population 
is about 6,000,. Trinidad is another minor 
seaport on the south shore of the province 
of Santa Clara. Cienfuegos, also in the 
same province, is a city from which freig 
is shipped toward the center of the island, 
and thence on to Havana. It is located on 
the bay of Jagua and a fine har- 
par, which. 
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dens. *Railways connect it with Cardenas 
and Sagua la Grande. The city, founded in 
1818, was named in honor of the captain 
general of Cuba. It has a large local and 
export trade. The isle of Pines is utterly 
unfortified. : 

There are several large interior fortified 
towns, like Santa Clara, Puerto Principe 
and San Cristobal, but those mentioned 
are all of any significance on the long Cu- 
ban coast line. In the bombardments, 
while the only intention is to destroy gov-- 
ernment property, buildings and residences 
may be injured, and in case of determined 
resistance, a city or town would be shelled 
and the homes and houses of the people 
Shattered and crushed if it should be 
deemed necessary. 

And what are these homes? The houses 
of Havana are typical of those throughout 
the island, though‘there are some modern 
dwellings and others, especially in the in- 
terior, like our modern villas. They are 
solidly built of stone, with very thick walls, 
often painted within and without in showy 
colors, especially blue, green or yellow and 
sometimes in all three. They are either of 
one story and roofed with tiles, or two 
storied with a roof of substantial masonry. 

Frequently they are surmounted by a 
mirador (ookout), which affords at the 
same time a magnificent view and a cool 
and agreeable retreat after sunset. The 
doors, almost always double, open directly 
into the parlor or into a large gateway 
guarded by a janitor and leading into a 
courtyard, whence a wide staircase leads 
to the apartments above. All the rooms 
open upon a covered veranda, which sur- 


.rounds the courtvard.

That Is the Plan Agreed on by the Coun- 
ty Executive Committee. 


PATRIOTISM FOR THE PARTY 


Managers and Clerks Will Be Called 
on To Serve Free. 


GENERAL COMMITTEE IS APPOINTED 


Man from Each Ward and District 
Named To Make Necessary Ar- 
rangements. 


HE Fulton county democratic execu- 

tive committee is completing the ar- 

rangements for the primary to be held 

on June 6th. At the last meeting of the 

executive committee, the following resolu- 
tions were passed: 

“Resolved, That a white democratic 
election be held on Monday, June 6th, next, 
for the nomination of a governoy attorney 
general, comptroller general, commissioner 
of agriculture, secretary of state, commis- 
sioner of education, commissioner of peni- 
tentiary and all state officers to be elected 
on Wednesday, October 56, 1898. The ex- 
ecutive committee immediately after the 
said primary shall appoint six delegates 
who are hereby instructed to vote in the 
state democratic convention for the candi- 
dates for the several offices mentioned 
who receive a plurality of the votes cast 
for the respective offices. 

‘Resolved, That the polls of said primary 
shall be open in each ward in the city at 7 
a. m, and shall remain open until 7 p. m., 
and each country district at 8 a, m. and 
elose at 8 o’clock p. m. The.ballot box 
shall be placed at each voting precinct in 
the city and country in charge of three 
sworn managers and three sworn clerks at 
each place, to be appointed and published 
at least six days before said primary by a 
sub-committee of five from the regular 
executive committee to be appointed by 
the chair. 

.“Resolved, That all white democrats 
registered voters whose name appear on 
the list of registered voters up eto and in- 
cluding May 25, 1898, shall be entitled to 
participate in said primary. 

“Resolved, That no registration certifi- 
cates will be allowed on electian day. The 
managers will allow no one tv vote unless 
his name appears on the regular registra- 
tion list. 

‘Resolved, That the sub-committee pro- 
vided for above shall appoint and announce 
the managers and clerks for said primary; 
shall arrange for polling places, ballot 
boxes, and make all mecessary arrange- 
ments for. properly “conducting said pri- 
mary. 

“Resolved further, That the executive 
committee assemble at the courthouse on 
Tuesday, June 7th, at noon, to consolidate 
the returns of the managers and announce 
the result. 

“Resolved, That the use of carriages 
hauling. voters to or from the polis is 
strictly prohibited.” 

The sub-committee appointed in the above 
resolutions reported yesterday as follows: 

“Resolyed, That J. C. Huff, first ward; 
T. J. Day, second ward; S. W. Day, third 
ward; R..M. Shirley, fourth ward; ‘Frank 
Lester, fifth ward: J. W. Goldamith, sixth 
ward; R. H. Caldwell, seventh ward; John 
T. Jones, Adamsville district; J. T. Akridge, 
Battle Hill district; Anthony Murphy, 
Black Hall district; R. F. Baker, Bryant's 
district; Dr. W. C. Fisher, Collins’s district; 
Dr. W. A. Smith, Peachtyge district; C. A, 
Howell, Buckhead district? Reuben Arnold, 
Sr., Bast Point district; Walter T. Col- 
quitt, Edgewood district; A. S. Poole South 
Bend district, be and are hereby appointed 
a committée to secure polling places, also 
managers and clerks for their respective 
wards and districts, who will serve without 
pay, and report same, giving names to the 
special committee of five not later than the 
25th of this month, so as the names of all 
the managers and clerks can be published 
in the newspapers; also to procure from 
the sub-committee of five the ballot boxes, 
registration lists, tally sheets, etc., for 
their respective wards or districts and 
deliver same to the managers on the 
morning of the primary election.”

the reactionary effect of the Berner- 

Glessner attack on Colonel Candier, 
charging him with having moved away 
from Griffin twenty-eight years ago and 
afterwards a tax fi. fa. was issued against 
him for $.9% or $3.90, both amounts being 
mentioned. 

The charge itself did not amount to any- 
thing against Colonel Candler, but it proved 
to be a boomerang which came back and 
smote those who launched it. Colonel Sea- 
ton Grantland’'s ringing letter on the mate 
ter cOmpletely disarmed the assailants and 
the whole affair so clearly revealed the 
desperation of the opposition that the re- 
actionary effect turned out to be far more 
serious than was ever dreamed of by the 
promoters. 

This was quickly realized yesterday by 
the anti-Candler people and they would 
have recalled it had that been possible. 
The Griffin Daily News, in which the at- 
tack was made, is one of the leading Ber- 
ner papers in the state. It has been claim- 
ed that it is the leading Berner daily. Its 
editor, Mr. Douglas Glessner, is secretary 
to the state penitentiary commission with 
an office in the capitol here in Atlanta. 
His connection with the state administra- 
tion and with the Berner campaign gavé 
the motive for the publication a double 
significance in the minds of many. One of 
Mr. Glessner’s associates in the peniten- 
tiary department was quoted as having said 
in the Kimball house that Candler’s elec- 
tion was assured beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. 

This shows how the situation was re- 
garded in the anti-Candler ranks, 

As a sensation the reference to the tax 
fi. fa. itself did not make a ripple. It was 
like the Spanish shelis*which fall short and 
don’t explode, The recoil, though, caused 
consternation among the Berner gunners, 
and the discharge drew the fire from just 
one Candler gun, which exploded right in 
the middle of the light battery. 

‘“T never saw such a ridiculous effort to 
attack a candidate before,’’ said a promi- 
nent middle Georgia democrat. “IT have not 
been for Candler heretofore, but this kind 
of campaigning is going to help him. I 
don’t think he needs any help to carry the 
state, but it amuses me to see tactics of 
that character.’’ 

Colonel Candler, who passed through the 
city in .the morning, said that Colonel 
Grantland had answered the attack and 
he was perfectly willing to let the Berner 
people go on. fighting the aie if they want- 
ed to. 

At the statehouse and at the Kimball 
the Glessner-Berner mare’s nest was sp0- 
ken of as a’ “‘break,”” because it was so 
weak and laid the assailants so open to a 
counter fire. It was evidently intended to 
startle the state, but the reaction had not 
been counted on.

“Atianta, Ga., May 14, 1898.—It may’ not 
be necessary to notice the continual refer- 
ences which have been made to my connec- 
tion with a circular used during the cam- 
paign of 1896, headed, ‘What Governor At- 
kinson has done for the colored people of 
LrLorgia, denominated by geome as tie 
‘Duncan rape circular,’ but as there ts be- 
ing distributed over the state a circular con- 
taining newspaper an&® otmer references to 
inis matter, which are misleading, and in 
wh:ch the facts are distorted for the pur- 
pose of prejudicing the people against me, 
i have concluded to give ail the facts con- 
cerning the same. I feel sure tnat all fair- 
minded democrats, when the truth is brought 
to their attention, will exonerate me from 
any censure on this account in either act or 
intention.

If the God Govern- 
ment Club have the interest of democracy 
at heart they will accept the proposition 
offered them today, and if they ao not ac- 
cept the burden of future discord must rest 
mainly on their shoulders.

Colonel E. 8S. Peters, of the Cotton Grow- 
ers’ Protective Association of Texas, which 
was in session last week and has just ad- 
journed, left for his home yesterday. He 
explained more fully than the eymmmntee 
had done the situation of the cotton grow- 
ers in Texas. He is thoroughly in favor of 
the standard uniform bale of 24xM, ‘to be 
made from 1,600 pounds of seed cotton, 
which will weigh about 520 pounds. Colonel 
Peters having been a cotton crower for a 
number of years, has necessarily had a 
broad experience with the different weights 
of bales, is therefore 'n a position to knew 
about what the weight of the medum bele 
should be. He had given the subiecrt much 
study in the last three or four véars, and it 
has been frequently diacussed in the Cot- 
ton Growers’ Association of texas, !n con- 
sequence of which experiments had been 
carried on in that state for some. time rest 
to ascertain the best and cheainest methcds 
of putiing up cotton to meet the emer- 
gency, and as it had been explained by the 
committee the Cotton Growers’ Association 
had settled upon a rectangular bele 24x54 
inches, to be made from about 1,600 pounds 
of seed cotton, which would reduce the 
average weight of the Texas bale frcem 0 
to about 520 pounds, and that this se-ght 
might be somewhat heavy for this section, 
and perhaps 1,500 pounds of seed cotton 
would work better.

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GOV. G.W. ATKINSON 
TALKS OF WAR 


Confident: ef the Success of American 
Arms em Land and Sea. 


LAND BATTLE WILL END WAR 


He Anticipates Trouble in the Disposal 
of the Philippines. 


SURPRISED AT ATLANTA'S GROWTH 


Governor Atkinson Left Yesterday Af- 
ternoon at 4 O’Clock for a Visit 
to Tennessee. 


West Virginia, alighted at the union 

depot from a southbound train early 
Friday morning and for the first time took a 
look at Atlanta, its busy streets and tall 
buildings, the hurrying throng and passing 
vehicles, and. a smile of uncertainty came 
upon him. He evidently thought the con- 
ductor had made an error in indicating for 
the town of Atlanta, such a pretentious 


city. 

“IT gee you have a great place here,’’ he 
sald, “but I am not surprised when I re- 
member the growth of Georgia and its im- 
portance to the whole country. You are 
beginning to manufacture your own raw 
materials and no longer have to send them 
to the. north to get others to do your work 
for you. When a state does that, it is 
bound to grow both rich and great, and 
Georgia is making a start in the right di- 
rection.’’ 

Governor Atkinson's attention was turned 
at this point to the more absorbing ques- 
tion of war, and he showed his American- 
ism plainiy by the interest and enthus.asm 
with which he referred to the subject. 

“Oh, I don’t see how the war can last 
much longer. Dewey’s superb victory at 
the Philippines was the beginning of the 
end, and it now rests with Sampson to 
finish Spain up completely. The battle 
which ts liable to be precipitated at any 
moment off the Porto Rican coast, however, 
will be a different affair from the recent 
fight in the Pacific. None of the Spanish 
ships engaged were of modern type. All 
were poorly armored and protected, and in 
an engagement with Dewey's squadron their 
destruction was almost inevitable. The 
Cape Verde fleet, on the other hand, com- 
prises the ‘best fighting vessels in the navy, 
together with the ablest and most experi- 
enced of Spanish seamen, Sampson's squad- 
ron is also a vast imprdvement in the 
matter of guns and heavy ships over Dew- 
ey’s fleet, and when Sampson finds his 
enemy, as he is liable todo at any moment, 
I. believe the most terrific battle of the 
century will begin. What do I think the 
result will be? Why, air, the stars and 
Stripes will float over the remnant of the 
Spanish squadron at the end of the con- 
flict as sure as I am standing Here at pres- 
ent. It will not be done with the ease or 
as quickly as Dewey did it at Manila, but 
victory is bound to come in the end. There 
never was a time when Angio-Saxon arms 
quailed before the defiance of greasy Gpan- 
lards, and that time will never come. Our 
seamen are the best in the world, admit- 
ted to be so by English naval au/jborities, 
and the Dong dré ranked among the poorest 
Jn the ‘high seas. The skill of Amer‘can 
marines in fighting guns is also whnsur- 
passed, and when the iron ships come to- 
gether off the West Indies, the Spanish 
sailors will appreciate these little points 
of difference if any of them ever get away 
alive. 

“I believe a great question lies before 
this country in determining what to do 
with the Philippine islands. That is, if 
Germany and France and Italy leave any 
of them for us after their expected scram- 
ble for possessions. We can and will hold 
these valuable islands in lieu of a war in- 
demnity, or as security therefor, but have 
we a right to retain them, as some sug- 
gest Wwe must f@r good? 
recently passed by congress, we clearly 
Gisciaimed all idea of annexing Cuba in 
the war of mercy being waged at present. 
If we have no right to Cuba, our claim to 
the Philippines is more unreasonable still. 
Ye have no interests in cwmmnn wv'th the 
peopie of the islands. We never come {41 
COucuct Wita theim, oad Cvuseygucuuy nilw 
practically nothing about them. If we 
cannot gobble up Cuba, the richest tract 
of earth on the globe and only WO miles 
from our coast, it is foolish to talk of an- 
nexing the Philryppines, over 6,000 miles 
away from us. 

“There will probably be one big land en- 
gagement some where in the neighborhood 
of Havana, and at the finish the American 
forces will march into the city in triumph. 
Yes, I think the state volunteers, or a large 
part of them, will land on the coast of 
Cuba before the war ‘s over, and take a 
prominent part in the battle to be fought 
there. West Virginia is ready with her 
recruits when the government’ calls for 
them. Our quota is one full regiment, and 
the men are all in camp at Charleston, W. 
Va., waiting to go to the front.” 

Governor Atk‘fison left the city yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock for a visit to Ten- 
nessee, where he will remain a few days 
before returning to his home in West Vir@ 
ginia. 

In reference to the frequent mistakes 
that have been made in northern journals 
in the effort to distinguish Governor G. W. 
Atkinson from the chief executive of Geor- 
gia, Governor Atkinson, of West Virginia, 
laughingly said: 

“Yes, they have freouently got us mixed.

A resolution was adopted setting apart 
Monday, May 16th, as a day of fasting and 
prayer for guidance in the election of 
bishops and other connectional officers,

Dr. J. W. E. Bowen. 

Dr. J. W. E. Bowen, who, during two 
ballots at the last general conference of 
the Methodist church, led all others in 
his votes for bishop, .made an eloquent ad- 
dress on the “Obligation of the American 
Negro to Evangelize Africa.”” His patri- 
otic sentiments were loudiv cheered by 
the many attending representatives of the 
colored race from all over the south. His 
speech in brief: ““Africa was my father's 
land; America my native land. Just 
as my father shed his blood to redden the 
stripes of my country’s flag, just so am 
J ready to shed my own, if necessary, to 
preserve the purity and glory of that 
emblem ef liberty. With due respect to 
England’s history, England’s civilization 
and her great work in the cause of liberty, 
it is onlv in America that the black races 
of the world have their largest opportunity 
for true development.” 

Extracts from the letter of Rey. W. F. 
Stewart were. then read by PDr. E. L. 
Parks. They were on the subject of a 
missionary foundation in Africa. for which 
Rev. Stewart has endowed $50,000 worth of 
property. <A -letter from A. P. Camphor 
was then read by Dr. Murray.

most effective method of attacking a mod- 


ern army, for military tactics have fo 
changed that. obd rules are of little use in 
guiding the strategists. ‘‘Succesg’’ is the 
dominating characteristic of the deliberate 
attacks in German ang French maneuvers. 
To attack seems synonymous with success, 
and the general who ventures to adopt a 
defensive role would be considered siow 
enough to be out of the munning. ‘“‘Redan 
Windhom” used to say there was nothing 
so unlike a real battle as a sham one, and 
notwithstanding the vast improvements of 
recent Years the sarcasm ie still true” We 
are governed by other considerations than 
realism in maneuvers jn this country, 
where situations are less unreal than else- 
where. The tendency everywhere is to give 
am impression in favor of the .actically 
offensive. My pet plan is to bring the ar- 
tlilery and infantry arms in closer co-Opera- 
ton, so that when the attack is launched 
each will occupy its proper position, for it 
is difficult to subsequently correct faulty 
dispositions, 

It will be worth while for the military 
men who are to battle wit pain in behalf 
of the United States tafffiles the lessons 
learned in modern wars. It is well to re- 
member the mistake at Gravelotte, when 
the artillery was moved too far ahead, 
with the result that the Ninth corps got 
a terrible mauling; or the error at Woerth, 
when the artillery brought on an «ction 
that was not intended. ‘ 

Another mistake to be guarded against in 
the pitched battle that seems approaching 
in Cuba is deployment of a long line of 
guns that might afford opportunity for 
cavalry enterprise on the part 6? the ene- 
my. Assuming a hattle in which horse ar- 
tillery and cavalry are drawn off to the 
flanks and putting flanking movements out 
or the question, let us consider the frontal 
attack. While artillery are engaged there is 
ample time to carefully organize the infan- 
try advance and forethought must then be 
largely exercised ever as far down in the 
hierarchy of command as battalion leaders. 
There will be little galloping about of staff 
officers and there ought to be little of per- 
sonal command on the part of seniors. The 
sternest resolution mut be concentrated in 
the iron rule ‘“‘govon’’ from the moment the 
first skirmish starts. Even with an avowed 
inferiority of artillery it will usually be 
best to continue the onward march, s80 
as to draw off the enemy’s artillery from 
one’s own guns and divide their attention 
while one’s own batteries refit. Infantry 
should keep on forging dhead and@refrain 
from firing, for the absence of range knowl- 
edge and discipline make it of little value, 
They enter on the fire fight at a disadvan- 
tage, the enemy having only one line in 
view, with the reserves under cover, while 
the attacking infantry have several lines 
liable to catch stray bullets. 

To halt and fire stapding up presagts a 
vulnerable target with small fire accuracy 
on one’s own part; to lie down makes it 
difficult to get up again. While. formerly 
the fear of death had to be overcome to 
enable a man to close in personal combat 
with his foe, discipline has now to exeft 
all its resources to carry him to a place 
where he can effectually shoot and where 
he is still a long way from closing with his 
enemy. Until that vantage ground has been 
gained and fire power has borne down the 
courage of the enemy a general ot 
hope for victory. The two nations with 
most experience both insist on the power 
of fire with an emphasis which is unmistak- 
ably evidenced in regulations and maneu- 
vers—great rows of guns wedged in be- 
tween thick shooting lines of infantry and 
a complete indifference as to the @xposure 
of men and horses in the final phases of 
the fight. Although some may .think stch 
tactics theatrical and unreal, they are the 
deliberate outcgme of vast experience, and 
show that every yard of front must carry 
as many shooting machines, guns or rifles, 
as can possibly be got there. By reducing. 
normal intervals losses are increased; but 
these considerations are th to the 
winds at foreign maneuvers, to obtain su- 
periority of fire so as to break into the 
enemy’s line at all cost, It seemhs more eb- 
sential to keep men undeér control than to 
avoid loss. |

The point in 
the defense where a breach is intended 
should be communicated to artillery com- 
manders as soon as the decision is arrived 
at. I cannot dwell too strongly upon the 
necessity for guns dyring,the attack to as- 
sume a second and closer position to the 
Objective, say, 1,200 yards, as it is impor- 
tant that the fife of guns should grow 
rather than diminish at the supreme mo- 
ment Of the day. This must be accomplish- 
ed even at a sacrifice, for, in addition, it 
gives great moral support to the infantry. 
These are a few of the points that expe- 
rience in recent battles has shown to be 
almost essential to success in attacking a 
modern army. There will be many to add 
to them when we have an opportunity to 
study the tactics in the coming fight be- 
tween the Spaniards and the soldiers of 
Uncle Sam. ih which, it is almost unnec- 
essary for me to add, the United States 
have great Britain’s warmest sympathy.

The demand for an additional body guard 
around the white house recalls an incident 
of the civil war within the memory of 
many residents. During the exciting period 
of ’61 great fears were entertained for the 
safety of the president, and every precau- 
tion was taken to insure his personal pro- 


tection. &. 

One morning there appeared at the white 
house a woman, closely veiled? demanding 
an immediate interview with Mr. Lincoln. 
Approaching Messenzer Perkins, who 
guarded the door of Mr. Lincoln’s private 
office, the visitor made known her request 
and pleaded earnestly that she be ad ted 
to a persona] interview. The deorkeeper’s 
orders were, however, very strict, and 
finding her eloquence all in vain, she 
finally compromised py confiding her mes- 
sage to the courteous but firm employee. 
Taking him to one side, the veiled lady 
rubbed both his hands In hers and tenderly 
rubbed them as she extracted a promise 
that he would immediately deliver her re- 
quest to the presideit: Perkins was al- 
most overcome by a most peculiar odor 
that appeared to emanate from his com- 
panion, and hastened to get rid of her 
without creating a scene. 

No sooner had he accomplished tiils than 
he confided to one of the household the 
effect produced upon him while in conver- 
sation with the importunate visitor. A 
physician who was present promptly di- 
vined the truth and instituted a search for 
the woman, when it was learned that she 
had driven rapidly away in a Carriage, and 
all trace was lost. Perkins was immediate- 
ly ordered to return to his home and await 
developments.

‘than pigeon-toed, his suit, worse for the 
| wear, had never fitted him, and the breath- 
rigid attiture he assumed was almost 
| painful. On the stage he would have pro- 
, voked laughter, but standing their so earn- 
| @Stly in the performance of his duty, his 
face stern in its determination, and his 
eyes riveted on the colonel, he was an ex- 
ample of duty and allegiance that would in- 
spire the admiration of man or woman. 

In regard to these recruits, the represen- 
tatives of the regular army and the officers 
of the Georgia regiments are nobly kind in 
their consideration, and are as patient with 
them as if they were so many children. 
No matter how ungainly @ man might ap- 
pear, or how awkwardly a squad might 
appear, they would hasten to tell you: 
‘Those were fine fellows, they would make 
g00d soldiers, and that in a week's time, 
when they were drilled ang in uniform, 
they would be an imposing body.” They 
were tender in their expressions of them at 
all times, and when reference was made to 
the inability of these recruits to make good 
soldiers, with’ no expetience and necessari- 
ly little training, the officers would reas- 
sure you that when the time came these 
men would be good soidiers.

It would be impossible without jseeing to 
realize the force and impressiveness of the 
simple ceremeny of mustecing the com- 
panies into the service of, the United States, 
and 1 shall never forget the dignity and 
soleinnity with which it impressed me.

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TESTING THEIR NERVE. 


The first company in Georgia mustered into 
the United States service was that in com- 
mand of Captain Cleveland Willcoxon, and 
belonging to the Second Georgia regiment, 
of which Colonel Oscar Brown is in com- 
mand. As the name of each man was 
called by the captain, he approached, sa- 
luted his captain and took his place in the 
line, in front of which stood Captain Mills, 
of the United States army, a man every 
inch the soldier; Colonel Brown, Lieutenant 
Ruthers, Major Taylor and others. The 
contrast between these disciplined officers 
and the recruits was marked to a degree 
that was pathetic, and the thought that 
these untutored men would soon be 
brought face to face with a raging enemy 
presented all the horrors of lambs being 
led to slaughter. 

I tried to console myself with the thought 
that American adaptability would be a 
powerful protection to the ambitious 
youths eager for war, for ‘it is an indispu- 
table truth that the American can adapt 
himself to anything, and that if the test 
presents itself adaptability will make up 
for what the unexperienced soldier lacks 
in military tactics. While considering this, 
the clear ringing voice of Captain Milis 
announced that he was ready to admin- 
ister the oath of allegiance. Major Will- 
coxon took his position in front of his men, 
and in solemn, measured tones read the 
oath of allegiance. The men in Line raised 
their right hands, and as Captain Mills ask- 
ed for their response, the “I do” they ut- 
tered came as if from one man. As I 
glanced along the line of faces at the mo- 
ment I had no longer fear that these were 
lambs being led to the slaughter. In every 
fac there was a licok of steady, brave de- 
termination, a fearless countenance, and as 
ireir voices rang out in the oath of alle- 
giance, it geve forth a ring of patriotism 
as great and inspiring as the most magnetic 
martial music. And as the voices of these 
men rang out as one, there was another 
heard that in tts depth, firmness and 
strength had in it the key. note of loyalty, 
a tone of inspiration, that bespoke the 
roldierly leader, the gallant young captain, 
who from the moment of his oath of alle- 
giance was Captain, Willeoxon, of the 
Second regiment of the Georgia voluntee 
of the United , States.

Colonel Lawton sixteen years ago married 
Miss Beckwith, a daughter of the late 
Bishop Beckwith, and has a bright young 
son who will act as his mether’s protector 
during the absence of his gallant father in 
Georgia’s service. 


Capt. Hopkins Arrives, 

When Captain Hopkins, of Savannah, ar- 
rived with his splendid company Weédnes- 
day afternoon, he was met with an en- 
thusiastic welcome. Approaching the camp 
with his little army of young, vigorous 
soldiers, his firm step and theirs in accord 
Was an occasion that made one’s heart 
leap withe patriotism.

It has been authoritatively stated that as 
the train bearing the Spanish: prisoners 
passed through Georgia en‘ route to Fort 
McPherson, a party of ladies in a city 
through which they passed met the train 
and presented the Spanish prisoners with 
flowers. That women should so far mis- 
place their sentiment or in quest of noto- 
riety acquire it in such a way is a matter 
that makes the high-strung patriotic wo- 
men blush for the lack of womanliness in 
certain individuals of her sex. The act 
was uncalled for, silly, and savored of that 
same sentimentality that prompts women 
to pay. tribute to murderers behind the 
prison bars. Had the Spanish soldiers been 
ill ar hungry, them the laws of humanity 
and the charity of woman would requife 
that food be given them. It would have 
been a magnanimous act to have fed the 
hungry representatives of a nation that 
indirectly brought about the dastardly ex- 
termination of our warship, the Maine. 

But te think that women—American wo- 
men, and southern women—so far forgot 
loyalty and dignity at to-present flowers 
to the Spanish prisoners in the present 
crisis is a matter that excites the con- 
tempt of all who have heard of:it. Flowers 
now are the only tributes we can place 
upon the graves of our dead heroes, and 
there is no reason why our roses should 
be thrust by silly females at the feet of 
Spanish “Dons.” If the young women who 
so far forgot themselves as not to. appre- 
ciate the inconsistency of such an act, it 
is earnestly hoped their protectors, who- 
ever they may be, will look after them in 
the future.

Miss Emma Thursby’ Medal. 


No one can ever meet Miss Emma Thurs- 
by. of New York, without noticing that she 
wears always about her neck or fastened 
at some part of her gown a large and 
unique looking medal. The curiosity is 
then piqued as to its history, which is in- 
deed full of interest. 

Alexander II, emperor of Russia, was an 
ardent lover of music.’ At the time of his 
visit to: Great Britain he heard for the 
first time at Her Majesty’s theater in Lon- 
don Therese Caroline Tietjens, the great 
prima donna of the day. She was then 
giving her impersonation of Valemtine in 
“The Huguenots.” Alexander was enchant- 
ed with her mighty soprano voice, so sweet 
and rich, as well as her style of acting, 
which was noble and pure. She became a 
great favorite with him and he would never 
miss jf possible an opportunity to hear her 
sing. As a mark of his favor he presented 
her with the medal, simply requesting that 
at her death she would bequeath it to one 
aS great as she. 

The medal is fully three inches in Cianfe- 
ter and is of Persian antiquity, although 
th elarge turquoise in the cente is a Rus- 
sian amulet. It is supposed to prosper the 
wearer and is a token of distinction. In 
its peculiar workmanship jt is without a 
rival. A very long chain, also Persiun im 
design, is attached to tle medal. 

On the death of Mme. Tietjens in Eng- 
land, October 3, 1877, it was found that she 
had willed the medal to ,Herman Ruders- 
dorff, who was then probably the best 
apprecia’-* concert singer in Europe. She 
had been born at Ivamowsky, in the 
Ukraine, where her father was Known as 
a famous violinist. 

In 1871-2 she was engaged by the Boston 
Festivals and afterwards made her perma- 
nent home in this country. Her singing 
of Medea at the Crystal Palace is still re- 
membered by many. After she retired 
frgm public life she devoted herself to the 
teaching of music. Miss Emma -Thursby 
was one Of her pupils. 

Miss Thursby was born in Brooklyn and 
from her childhood had been well known 
by her beautiful voice. She studied un- 


Giovanni and Lamperti. While she was 
completing her studies in America with 
Mme. Rudersdorff the latter had an cppor- 
tunity to become acquainted with her won- 
derful soprano voice, which was of remark- 
able compass, somewhat veiled, but noble 
and sympathetic. In fact, her voice pos- 
sessed that touching quality which inevita- 
bly will make the people its slaves. At the 
time of her extended trip through Furope 
she was greeted everywhere with enthusi- 
asm. In Sweden the people took the horses 
from her carriage that they might have the 
honor of drawing it ‘themselves, 

It is not surprising that to so beloved a 
pupil Mme. Rudersdorff should have be- 
queathed the medal. Nor is it to be won- 
dered at that Miss Thursby never appears 
in public without it. She has unrortunately 
lost her voice now, which must doubly en- 
dear to her this token of its once reigning 
beauty. It is the only ornament she ever 
wears. In her turn, Mi§s Thursby will be- 
stow the medal on whomever she may 
deem its most worthy possessor.

TRIAL WAS NOT CONCLUDED. 


Ladson Trial Goes Over Until Monday. 
Judge Would Not Send Out Jury 
After Dark. 


Contrary to expectations, the Ladson trial 
was not concluded yesterday. Friday af- 
ternoon wheh court adjourned it was 
thought by those connected with the trial 
that the argument in ‘he trial would be 
concluded yesterday afternoon before 4 
o’clock. The jugy was expected to return 
a verdict before dark. 

Yesterday morning, however, 
found that the business of the bar was 
much heavier than was supposed, and it 
was late in the day when Judge Lumpkin 
was ready to continue the case. The in- 
terrogatories of M. W. Schofield and H. C. 
Goodridge were read. These refuted a 
portion of the testimony of Reville. 

That witness stated that he had signed an 
affidavit without knowing what it contain- 
ed. The two witnesses whose interroga- 
tories were read both testified that the 
contents of the affidavit were read to 
Reville before his signature was placed on 
the paper. Counsel on both sides of the 
case announced to Judge Lumpkin Friday 
that they desired three hours for both the 
prosecution and defense. 

This had been agreed to, and when Judge 
Lumpkin noted the lateness of the hour, 
he announced that court would adjourn. 
He said that ‘to argue the case would 
occupy until almost 6 o’clock, and that he 
would have to charge the jury. He did 
not care to give the case to the jury after 
dark, he said, and would therefore allow 
the case to go over until Monday morning. 

The argument will begin as soon as court 
reconvenes, and it is thought that the jury 
will return a verdict during the afternoon. 
Major Cumming and Mr. Lamar will both 
speak for the prosecution, and for the de- 
fense the jury will be addressed by Colo- 
net Thomas B. Felder, Judge J. T. Pendle- 
ton and Mr. Washington Dessau. Interest 
in the case continues, and a large crowd 
will probably be present to hear the 
speeches.

We wish it distinctly understood that 
we do not refer reproachfully to the fact 
that a former citizen of Ohio should seek 
to cast discredit on a gallant confeder- 
ate soldier who, struggling as best he, 
could for an honest livelihood in the 
very Community in the defense of whose 
people he had been maimed for life, did 
his duty then as a good citizen, as he has 
always done it since. A citizen, whether 
he comes from Ohio or elsewhere, has 
the same right to make such suggestions 
Or criticisms as is possessed by any resi- 
dent of Georgia, whether native-born or 
not. No newspaper in America has been 
broader or more liberal than The Consti 
tution in urging the complete elimina- 
tion of sectional lines and in inducing 
citizens from every part of the union to 
enter Georgia’s open gates with the as- 
surance that they would be received 
with open arms and in warm fellowship. 
We refer to Editor Glessner’s residence 
in Ohio at the time which he charges 
Colonel Candler with having failed to 
settle a $3.90 tax fi. fa., simply to empha- 
size the fact that the criticism was made 
absolutely without knowledge of the con- 
dition existing in Georgia in the turbu- 
lent days of reconstruction, when pov- 
erty was a ghost that haunted every 
community in this state. We frankly 
believe that had Mr. Glessner thought 
for a moment he would not have been 
guilty of makinggthis vile attack on a 
noble Georgian who shed his blood for 
the state, and against whose honesty 
and fair dealing never a word has been 
uttered in reproach. 

In every community in which he has 
lived, Allen Candler’s name stands as a 
synonym of progress and good citizen- 
ship. There were many good Georgians 
who were more than $3.90 in arrears in 
taxes in 1870, and no one thinks less of 
them foritnow. This wastwelve years 
before Mr. Glessner came to Georgia, 
and the situation in 1870 was vastly dif- 
ferent from that in 1882. 

It is a singular coincidence that it was 
during the very year that Mr. Glessner 
came to Georgia that the democracy of 
the ninth district,.bound and gagged as 
it bad been by the fetters of republican- 
ism and independentism, called on Allen 
D. Candler to lead it out of the wilder- 
ness of despair, and the music that wel- 
comed Mr. Glessner to Georgia was the 
dead march retreat which drove indepen- 
dentism acrosg the mountains of the 
ninth district. A $3.90 tax fi. fa. of 
twelve years before played no part in 
that campaign. Even had such a fi. fa 
been in existence, no advocate of the 
opponents would then have dared to use 
it as it has been‘used today. 

And, anyhow, what difference does it 
make whether Candler was able to pay 
his taxes or not? What difference does: 
it make whether the alleged fi. fa. is in 
existence or not; do you suppose that 
little things like that will be allowed to 
stand in the way. of the prorating com- 
bination? Sirs, if you do, you know 
little about politics as they are embod- 
ied in the opposition to Candler. Some- 
thing must be done, something must be 
brought to light, something must be 
found out to turn the popular tide. In 
a crisis such as this, anything is good 
enough until the campaign is over. What 
difference does it make whether Candler 
He might have 
failed to pay them; he might have been 
rolling in wealth in 1870; therefore, 
what's the odds, friends and proraters? 

Such is the nature and character of 
this latest cnarge against Candler; such 
are the arguments employed by the com- 
bination against him. They are all 
frivolous, or futile, or trivial, or despic- 
able, or false. But the combination 
must have something to go upon. 


A Nimble Doctrine. 

In discussing yesterday the question 
presented by the seizure of the Philip- 
pines we did not, of cours&é, cover all of 
the ground, nor even a large part of it, 
nor did we presume even to suggest at 
this time what the policy of the govern- 
ment should be—that being a matter 
which can be more comfortably and 
equitably settled when the country has 
more leisure to go fully into the subject. 

It is worthy of note, however, that 
the most of those who were hot for the 
arbitration treaty with Great Britain—a 
treaty which even the best English opin- 
ion did not favor—are now quoting the 
Monroe doctrine as a barrier to our per- 
manent occupation of the Philippines. 
This is both curious and interesting. It 
has been noticed by some of our side- 
light historians—we mean those who in- 
dulge in monographs and pamphlets— 
that whenever a cat is found in the meal 
tub of our foreign politics, it is pretty 
sure to be the Monroe doctrine. It has 
been suggested that no matter which 
way we turn, nor in what direction we 
throw out our feelers, it is ten to one 
that the Monroe doctrine is there before 
us. Its nimbleness outruns all our for- 
eign pretensions and policies. It is al- 
ways just around the corner, ready to 
jump out and declare itself. 

When the doctrine \was modestly set 
forth in President Monroe’s message, it 
seemed to be a very simple and com- 
monplace proposition. It is now found 
that it covers continents and hemi- 
spheres. The Philippines would be the

done by. © By refusing to tolerate for- 
eign influence in the affairs of the North 
and South Americah continents we tacit- 
ly. pledge.ourselves not to interfere with 
the possessions of foreigg governments, 
so far as forcible acquisition is con- 
cerned. 

Such is the argument. We do not 
propose to discuss it, or even to say 
whether there seems to be much ofr 
litt'e in the contention. It is a very 
interesting ‘suggestion, ‘and shows what 
strength and vitality is contsined in the 
doctrine. 

What is most surprising is that this 
new view is brought out by those who 
would give their little fingers for an al- 
liance with England. And it is brought 
out in the face of the fact that English 
public opinion regards our permanent 
occupation of the islands as the real and 
only basis on which we can be brought 
to consent to an alliance. We should 
then have colonial interests to protect 
and defend, and this would lead to push- 
ing commerce under the flag, and so 
forth and so on. 

And strange as it may seem, the man 
who has given this interpretation to the 
Monroe doctrine is (of all men) Rich- 
ard Olney, Mr. Cleveland's secretary of 
state!

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Fifty Years of American Exports. 

The extraordinary growth which this 
country has measured during the past 
fifty *years along industrial and com- 
mercial lines is strikingly set forth in 
the data which some enterprising statis- 
tician has recently compiled showing 
the gradual evolution of our foreign ex- 
port trade. 

In 1850 we felt that we had reason to 
congratulate ourselves in being able 
to supply the wants of foreign coun- 
tries for our home products to the ag- 
gregate amount of $137,000,000;.but since 
that time our foreign exports have in- 
creased in such amazing multiples that 
we can barely realize that less than fifty 
years have sufficed to make us one of 
the leading export nations of the globe. 

Without going into cumbersome or un- 
important details, we merely cite the 
progress which we have made at in- 
tervals of ten years since 1850. Starting 
with $137,000,000, the amount of our 
foreign exports for that year, we find 
that in 1860 we aggregated $316,@00,000; 
in 1870, $445,000,000; in 1880, $824,000,- 
000; in 1890, $845,000,000, and in 1897, 
$1,032,000,000. Thus, it will be observed 
that during the comparatively brief pe- 
riod of time by these figures our foreign 
export trade increased ten-fold, making 
it apparent that our enterprise at home 
must have increased in corresponding 
measure during this same interval. 

But in the above cited figures we have 
not distinguished between raw and manu- 
factured products. Of course, it is needless 
to observe that the bulk of our exports 
have been of raw products. This is 
due to the youthful character of our in- 
dustries and to the lavish manner in 
which nature has supplied us with those 
resources in which other nations are de- 
ficient, such as wheat, oats, corn, gold. 
silver, iron, coal, manganese, granite, 
copper and other products. But we are 
making rapid strides in manufact ring 
enterprise, and bid fair to pluck from 
the brow of Great Britain the laurels 
which she has so long’ worn. In 1850 
the manufacturing” enterprise of this 
country was credited with only 9.75 per 
cent of its total exports, but since that 
time it has increased in the following 
progression: In 1860, 12.67 per cent; 
in 1870, 15 per cent; in 1880, 12.48 per 
cent; in 1890, 17.87 per cent, and in 1897, 
26.87 pes cent. In view of the natural re- 
sources which we possess, 
predict that the day is not far distant 
when we, will enjoy the same prestige 


in manufactured exports which we enjoy | 


today in raw exports? 

We do not possess the information at 
this time which enables us to say in 
what measure the south has participated 
in the growth represented by the expan- 
sion of our foreign exnort trade; obut 
we can state with absolute assurance 
that there is no section of the coun- 
try which possesses greater possibilities 
with respect to its material resourtes or 
which bristles today with greater zeal, 
activity and enterprise than does the 
once prostrate but now risen south.

Manila’s Former Reduction. 

When the flag of the United States 
was hoisted over the fortifications at 
Manila on the first day of this month, it 
marked the seeond fall of that strong- 
hold into the hands of foreigners. 

Manila fell for the first time on Oc- 
tober 6, 1762, and on that day Sir Wil- 
liam Draper, who commanded the expe- 
dition avainst ft, raised the flag of 
Great Britain over its. fortifications. 
With respect to the origin of this ex- 
pedition, which resulted in the fall of 
Manila, it seems that Spain had been 
rash enough to side with France in the 
early difficulties which that power had 
provoked on this continent between the 
Indians and the colonists; and in exhibi- 
tion of her displeasure Great 
Britain dispatched Sir William Dra- 
per. in command. of onine_ ships 
and 2300 men, ‘to Manila  har- 
bor fer the purpose of bringing Spain 
to grief through the reduction of her 
colonial. stronghold in the east. On 
September 24th Sir William Draver ar- 
rived at his destination and immediate- 
ly commenced operations, but nearly two 
weeks elapsed before he eventually suc- 
ceeded in taking possession of Manila, 
and even ‘then his loss was heavy. In 
comparison with the recent brilliant ex- 
ploit of Admiral Dewey, the achievement 
of Sir William Draper pales into insig- 
nificance. 

Great Britain did not long retain pos- 
session of Manila. In subsequent nego- 


tiations she deeded the stronghold back | 


to Spain, and thal power continued to 
occupy it without interruption until the 
first of this month, when the stars and 
stripes superceded. the emblem of tyr- 
anny upon its fortifications.

WHEN HONEST MEN — 
WERE IN HARD LUCK 

Beyond al! question, the meanest, small- 
est and mdést unjust attack yet made upon 
Colonel Alleu D. Candler in the present 
campaign was the recent local article in 
The Griffin News, which Yharged him with 
falling to pey a tax fi. fa. for $3.9 issued 
against him in Griffin-in 1870—nearly thirty 
years ago. 

It was a petty fling, and might weil have 
gcne unanswered, but the Hon. Peaton 
Grantland promptly pudlished a statement 
cver iis own signature in The Griffin Call 
to the effect that there is no such fi. fa. 
in existence, and that if it was ever issued 
it has been paid, 


—-— 


The fact is mentioned by Mr. Grantland 
that in those days Colone! Candler was @ 
poor man. He was then teaching school 
in Griffin with Mr. Looney, and finding 
that it would not support two, he gen- 
erously turned it over. to his partner and 
went elsewhere. Many tax fi. fas. were 
issued at that time against good citizens 
who were in hard luck on account of the 
ravages of the war which had raged in 
that region only five years before. The fi. 
fa. issued against Candler after he had 
rfoved away was settled, but other citizens 
who were more prosperous, and who had 
property in sight that. should have been 
levied upon, paid nothing and the execu- 
tions against them still remain unsatis- 
fied. 

But suppose the colonel had overlooked, 
or failed to pay the small amount of his 
tax in those stirring days. 

The middle-aged reeder who remembers 
the hard conditions of the first few years 
following the surrender knows that the 
best, bravest and truest men in Georgia 
were in the deepest distress, and it was 
all that. they could do to keep the wolf 
from the door. 


Allen D. Candler. had given up every- 
thing for his country. With thousands of 
other heroes in gray he had fought .the 
invaders step by step and had shed his 
blood in defense of the homes of his fellow 
Georgians. He was snot down, and lst 
an eye almost within sight of the city 
of Griffin, where he afterwards resided. 

Suppose he did at one time owe that city 
the sum of $3.90? 

Would it have been a matter of any seri- 
ous note if he had forgotten it entirely in 
those exciting times? 

The year 1870 was a critical period in 
the history of Georgia. The state was then 
going through its second reconstruction 
ordeal. Lawlessness prevailed almost 
everywhere. Life and, property were nvt 
secure. Union leagues menaced the whites, 
and many good men feared that the com- 
monwealth was on the verge of anarchy. 

Veterang like Colonet Cardler were not 
trying to make money in that turbulent 
year. They stood sh ?ulder to shoulder with 
their unfortunate neighbor, and gave their 
days and nights, th-ir best thought and

the United States is $2,326.00, or about 
$194 a month. Thousands of locomotive 
engineers. make from $126 to $150 a month. 

If all the general officers had been abol- 
ished last year and their salaries had been 
added to the pay of the other employees 
of the roads, the increase would not have 
amounted to 5 cents for each working ‘day. 
These facts and much more jnteresting in- 
formation are brought out in an article by 
Mr. Harry P. Robinson, published in The 
Locomotive Firemen’s Magazine. Mr. Rgb- 
inson is editor of The Raflway Age, of Chi- 
cago, a weekly journal with which all rail- 
way officials and employees ought to keep 
in touch. 

Mr. Robinson, in the article mentioned, 
discusses the relations of railway employees 
to their companies. General officers are as 
much employees as are the track hands or 
trainmen. There is one general officer to 
1644 employees below the rank of general 
officer. The aggregate salaries of -the gen- 
eral officers was $12,497,000 and the 821,245 
employees below that rank got forty times 
that amount. 

No end of monsense, says Mr. . Robinson, 
is talked “about employees being “‘squeézed’’ 
to pay dividends to s&ckholders. It is con- 
ceded that the stockholders are entitled to 
something. Then how much? Last year 70 
per cent of railway stock earned nothing 
at all, and if all the money that was paid 
in dividends on all the stock of all the 
railways in the country had been distribu- 
ted to the employees, it would onjy have 
made an increase of 33 cents a day to 
each man. 

Division of Earnings. 

“Of course it is ridiculous to talk of such 
a thing as the. stock of all the railways 
being wiped out. As a matter of fact, the 
stockholders are entitled: to, and ought to 
get considerably more than they receive 
now. What I want to show is that the 
money paid in general officers’ salaries and 
the money paid in dividends is, all put to- 
gether, comparatively insignificant com- 
pared to the money paid to: the employees. 

“The officers last year got twelve million 
dollars. 

“The stockholders got eighty-seVen mil- 
lion dollars. 

“The employees got four hundred and six- 
ty million dollars. 

“They earned it, too, every cent of it. But, 
that being granted, the fact remains thiut 
the employees are by tar the greatest bene- 
ficiaries of the operation of the railways. 
They are far more interested than anybody 
else in the success of the railways. They 
suffer far more than anybody else. when 
earnings are reduced and they profit far 
more than anybody else when earnings in- 
crease.

HAVING FUN UNDER FIRE. 


Amusing Incidents in Franco-Prussian 
War and the Riel Rebellion. 


A retired major of a foreign service was 
talking the other night of experiences un- 
der fire. He declared that it was not ail 
serious work. He said: 

“IT have had fun when soldiering, and 
that, too, under fire on the skirmish line. 
I remember once in France -during, the 
Franco-German war when we were with 
Bourbaki at Montbeliord, I was surprised 
to hear some of my men laughing when 
we were about 400 yards from the Germans 
and while we were lying on dirty, damp 
ground and with just the smallest incline 
in our front to protect us \from’the enemy’s 
fire. We were hungry and cold, ‘and were 
obliged to hug the dirty ground in order to 
get cover. It was no place for hilarious 
amusement, and yet the men kept laughing 
and they laughed so loudly that I am sure 
the enemy heard them. 

“IT could not stand up with any safety, 
and the only way I could reach the men 
was to crawl, which I did, and after craw!l- 
ing about twenty yards [I found myself in 
a good-sized depression in the ground, 
where there was fair shelter, and there I 
found out the cause of all the amusement. 
We had been out of post eight hours, and 
had used up a good deal of ammunition, 
and I had ordered the men to keep what 
they had left for an emergency that I ex- 
pected any minute. ,This gave the men 
@eisure to grumble or make fun, just as 
they thought best, and in this case it was 
all fun, 

“They were playing ninepins with the 
enemy.

At the recent meeting of the joint com- 
mittee on union between the Primitive 
Methodist and Bible Christian churches in 
|England great interest was shown in this 
question. Among the Primitive Methodists, 
in answer to the question whether the pro- 
posed union should be negotiated, eighteen 
district commtitees were im favor, five 
against and one uncertain. In answer to 
|the question whether such union would be 
practicable under the constitution and con- 
ditions set forth by the joint committee, 
-the general verdict is distinctly unfavora- 
i ble. Among the Bible Christians there was 
a general consensus of opinion in favor of 
the union, also of the proposed constitution 
in its main outlines. Strong objection, was, 
however, taken to the suggested introduc- 
‘on of so large an official element in the 
}annual conference. If effect were given fo 
,this objection, one result would probably 
‘be that the Primitive Methodist opposition 
‘Would be less strenuous, and if another sug- 
Sestion were adopted—namely, that the 
district meetings should be at liberty to 
elect a layman and a minister for every 
1,580 instead of for every 2,000 members— 
_the present number of Primitive Metho- 
dist laymen attending conference would be 
maintained. If an agreement in regard to 
these courts could be secured everything 
else would be easy. It must, however, be 
added that the Bible Christians are strong- 
ly in favor of equal representation. The 
committee felt strongly that the result of 
the appeal was on the whole favorable to 
‘union, and that it was their duty at this 
;8tage to report all the facts, of which the 
above is a brief summary, to their respec-

presses the feeling of most. Cubans. 

The desperate bravery of the Cubans 
will go down through~history as ‘an evi- 
dence of their determination to be free. I 
have been told that on many an oecasion 
they went into battle with one cartridge 
apiece and the machete! In many cases 
that one eartridge was saved for them- 
selves in case of capture being inevitable. 
One of them asked his comrade, “as a spe- 
cial favot,’’ to shoot him if he-saw him 
captured. If that is not the bravery .§ of 
despair, the world can show few ore 
marked instances of it.

His resignation will 
be presented at the next meeting of ‘the 
directors of the road...Mrs.. Merritt will 
probably be made a director at that time, 
and her elevation to the presidency is only 
a matter of course. Ign Los Angeles there 
is an.electric railway largely owned and 
entirely managed by a woman. 
the first president of a street rat!'way in 
California. Dr. Merritt will be the second, 
and the pioneer, so far as San Francisco 


is concemed. 

No one seems better fitted for the place 
than Dr. Merritt. She has been a practic- 
ing physician for seventeen years end is 
an admirable business woman. She is as 
keen as her father amd has much of his 
ability. She was the choice of her five 
brothers and sisters when one of them was 
néeded to take charge of the paternal ¢€s- 
tate. She is acknowledged to be the Lest 
“business man’’' of the family. So far she 
has kept her father’s business, as nearly 
as possible, in the groove in which he left 
it and has been devoting herself to details 
and carefully studyingy his methods. So far 
as the railroad is concerned, she has ideas 
of ber own as to its management, just as 
she has as to the management of the baths, 
She is not ignorant of electric railways.

Should any one wish to avoid the almost 
harrowing sensations that arise while read- 
ing “‘A Romance of Zion Chapei’’ I sheuld 
advise that it be read in the open air, when 
the sun shines, and birds sing, and flowers 
bioom. The situation demands as many 
correctives as possible. One will be apt to 
wonder what could have been the matter 
with Mr. Le Gallienne when he wrote this 
romance that might be aptly named ‘The 
Diseases of Personality.” 

The heart of the romance, is that Theo- 
philus Londonderry, large-hearted, large- 
minded amd gifted, has the misfortune to 
love two women at once. The one, soft-eyed, 
soft-voiced, tender, c'inging—the woman to 
whom life gives but one love—the woman 
that Theophilus’ has made 
and the other, “the woman that God had 
made for him, and he bowed before the 
work of the superior artist.” 

The virtues and the charms of these two 
women, Jenny and Isabel, have been ex- 
pressed by Mr. Le Gallienne in a way that 
captivates the reader. Many men know 
and have known the Jenny type, but Isabel 
—only Mr. Le Gallienne, or Lamartine, or 
some other writer with the divine gift of 
matchiess words, can do justice to such 
she. “To meet her eves was to release a 
gusic that-went: strudderinge through the 
whole world; her lightest 
with echoes of Infinite things.’ 

Poor Jenny, poor Theophilus: it was not 
im the very nature of things that a man 
of his exquisite sensibilities should have 
failed to respond to the irresistible Isabel 
But though his love was divided, he did 
not take it entirely away from Jenny. Some 
of Mr. Le Gallienne’s philosophy is espe- 
cially high and beautiful, if unusual, in con- 
nection with the d@ilemma of the hero.

“The Gospel of Freedom” is a story of the 
rebellion of a human sow) in itp wild and 
untrained efforts to wring from life some 


the eternal “I want to” of the child, regard- 
less of consequences. The heroine gives her 
whole attitude to life when she replies to 
@ comment made by Simeon Erard. 

“You have the great rebellion.”’ 
swered impressively: 

“Yes, she exclaimed, surprised at his 
divination, “something makes me sympa- 
thize with amy rebellion. I feel as if I 
want to take the present in my hands and 
crush it. And you are responsible for un- 
chaining the animal in me; rousing an appe- 
tite. I shall die if I can’t feed tne animal 
somehow !’’ . 

“The Gospel of Freedom’’ ts the cleverest 
bit of fiction that has been published in 
months. It gives a keen and sweeping in- 
sight into modern life, with its gross ma- 
teriality, its sordidness, its ignorance, its 
ignoble aims and endeavors, side by side, 
with the highest ideals that have charac- 
terized any century. Besides being an 
affording and interesting exposition of the 
life of the age in many of its aspects, the 
movement of the story is fine and spirited. 
The analysis of motives and the character 
drawings are worthy of Mr. Henry James’s 
best. 

Simeon Erard, the man who has aroused 
the passion for life in Miss Anthon, is an 
insignificant, colorless, shambling specimen 
of humanity, who feels that he has been 
called to art. He has “cultivated his re- 
ceptive power as delicately as a French mar- 
ket garden.” With him life can 
only be enjoyed when one has 
the attitude of the spectator; it 
is good for nothing save to yield sensa- 
tions. Freedom does not lie in fullness of 
life, nor in what -is called the common 
weal, the common woe, but it must climb 
to lonely barren heights, where the lights 
and shadows of the sky furnish the most 
thrilling sensations that man is capable 
of experiencing. He is a hopeless, bloodless, 
contemptible egoist. He talks in large 
phrases, and in a manner of thorough ‘con- 
viction. Somehow, some way, he enchains 
the interest and attention, but never the 
love of Adela Anthon. ; 

In her ceaseless search for freedom, Miss 
Anthon decides to risk marriage as an 
experiment. John Wilbur, a type of the suc- 
cessful Chicago business man, fires her 
imagination by the tremendous risks gnd 
possibilities that the business world Wf- 
fords for the exercise of growth and pow- 
er. Financially she becomes his partner 
before marriage, and she marries with the 
intention of continuing to be a partner in 
the exciting whirl of his outside life. Disap- 
pointment awaits her here. Social duties, 
domestic affairs atid motherhood, operate to 
separate her interests from those of. her 
husband. She chafes and frets under the 
limitations of a Chicago life. Her child 
dies; she does not love her husband, so the 
old fierce desire for freedom arises aguin. 
Sne determines to take her life in her own 
hands, and cut the cords that bind. 

She begins to recognize by this time that 
the cause of her unrest, and irritation lie 
in her own soul, but she is resistlessly 
urged by her egotism to quit the life. 
which she claims she has no reason for 
living. 

Back again to Europe to the baleful 
influence of Erard she goes—and these two 
attempt te live out life, from the colorless 
point of view of Erard. 

The story is splendidly sustained, and 
the culmination is reached when the storm 
clouds of Mrs. Wilbur’s contempt and de- 
epair burst upen Erard. In this final con- 
versation, with al) reserves thrown aside, 
sne tells him—this man who nas been in- 
fluential in poisoning her life:— 

“You have pushed your way, you have 
taken what you want from the _ world, 
lived off it! You have abandoned your own 
people, you have sneered at your own land, 
and what is worse than all you have fail- 
ed—to add one beautiful thing to this sore 
old world! You cannot, you cannot! [ did 
not Know why—now I do. There is no 
blood, in your body, Mr. Simeon Erard—no 
human, sinning, rich blood. Ah! you know 
too much, and your’ knowtedge is— 
worthless.’’ 

‘‘Erard made no attempt to stem this im- 
petuous ‘pussion. “Women were powder 
mines, or brutes, if they had any spirit in 
them. This one had served him a panther’s 
trick.” 

“You Have taught me to climb the same 
' desolate hill where you hhave perched your- 
self,’’ she continues. “I have my freedom— 
I am alone now—but it. would be better for 
me to be dead,” she concludes, passion- 
ately.

suppressed, she is scorched in the flame of 
life like a moth.

“The Gods of Our Fathers: A Study of 
Saxon Mythology,”’ by Hetman I. Stern, 
gives us a most interesting and profitable 
insight into Norse mythology. The stories 
of Greek and Roman mythology are the 
fairy stéries that are read to little children, 
while but few persons, relatively speaking, 
know anything of the heroes of Scanda-~- 
ravian paganism. 

Carlyle considers this mythology the most 
interesting of all mythologies. “It is for 
one thing,” he says, ‘‘the latest; it continu- 
ed in these regions of Evrope till the 
eleventh century; eight humdred years ago 
the Norwegians were still worshipers of 
Odin. It is interesting alan es the creed of 
our fathers; the men whose blood still 
runs in our veins whom doubtless we still 
resemble in so many ways.”

Mr. Stern treats these so-called myths 
at bottom, as the thoughts of rude, earnest 
men, just beginning to be awakened to the 
life about them. He continually presenis 
the strong contrast between the beautiful 
self-indulgent, pleasure-loving.

such signs or indicia. This tax applies to 
the doors and windows into streets and 
courtyards and gardens of houses or work- 
shops. In general, all openings giving light 
or air to houses and buildings for human 
habitations, shops. workshops, sheds, ware- 
houses, etc., are taxable,” whatever their 
shape, dimensions, or fastening may be. 
Thus, all openings to afford light to the 
stairs, to a habitable room opening on a 
covered yard, of a habitable house used 
for rural purposes, or the door of a garden 
leading to a dwelling, all are taxable. The 
openings to new bulkdings become taxable 
as soon as they are habitable. If at the 
time of making the taxroll some rooms in 
a new house are not yet habitable, the 
openings of such rooms are for the time 
exempt.

A small ice machine for the 
which in fifteen minutes will 
small cake of pure ice, consists ef 
sheet and metal cylinder, covered 
outside with a protective layer of 
for the purpose of heating insulation, 
hung in sockets by two central pivots.
